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,Jn order to cure mens apprehenfions of tho 
' lorm^r, feveral of our learned members ha«re 
written many profound treatifes on Anarchy ; 
but a brief com pleat body of Atheology feemed 
yet wanting, till this irrefragable Difcourie 
appeared. However, it fo happens, that our 
ablefl brethren, in their elaborate difquifitions 
upon this fubjedb, have written with fo much 
caution, that ignorant unbelievers have edified 
very little by them. I grant that thofe daring 
fpirits, who firlt adventured to write againft the 
diredl rules of the Gofpel, the current of anti- 
quity, the religion of the magidratei and the 
laws of the land, had fome meafures to keep ; 
and, particularly when they railed at religion, 
were in the right to ufe little artful difguifes, 
by which a jury could only find them guilty 
of abufing Heathenifm or l^opcry. But the 
mjiftery is now n'vealedy that there is no fuch 
thing as myftery or revelation j and though Qu-r 
friends are out of place and power, 'yet we 
may have fo much confidence in the prefeoc 
Minittry, to be fecure, that thofe, who fuffcr 
fo many/ree Jpeethts ag-ainft their Sovereign and 
themfelves to pafs unpunjfhcd, will never refent 
our exprelCng the frcefi thoughts againd their 
religion ; but think with Tibenus^ that, if there 
be a God, he is able enough to revenge any in- 
juries done to himfelf, without expt^ing the 
Vivil Power to interpofe.

MR. COLLINS'S DISCOURSE. 5 

By thefe refle£Uons I was brought to think* 
ifaac the moUt ingenious Author ^ of the Difcourfe 

upon

educated at EatOHj and removed to King's College, 

Cesmtridge, where he had for his tutor Mr. Francis 

Hare, afterward bifhop of Cbicbejier» Upon leaving 

college, he was entered a fludent in The Temple j 

but, not relifliing the fludy of the law, applied him- 

felf ta letters in general. In 1700, he publiiheM a 

tra£fc called, " Several of 'the London Cafes con- 

** iidered ;" and .cultivated and maintained 'a cor- 

refpondence with "^t^ Locke \n 1703 and 1704. He 

entered, in 17071 into the controveify between Mr. 

Dodnjuell and Mr. Clarkey concerning the natural 

Immortality of the Soul ; and publiihcd feveral 

treatifes on that fubjeft, on the lidc of Mr. Dod^ 

nvelL In 1707, he alfo publifhed " An Eflay con- 

** cerning the ufe of Reaion in Propofitions, the Evi- 

** dence whereof dejjcnds on Human Teftimony j" 

in 1709, " Prieftcraft in Pcrfeftion;*' and the foU 

lowing year " Refleftions, &c.'* on the laft-men- 

tioned treatife, which occafioned great and diligent 

inquiry into the fubjeft, and was reflc6led on by many 

both from the pulpit and the prefs. Thefe were all 

anfwered by Mr. Collins (but not till the year 1 724) 

- in •* An Hiftorical and Critical Elfav on the Thiriy- 

" nine Anicles of the Church of England, &c." 

(The whole ftate of this controverfy may be feen in 

Collier* s Ecclef. Hift. part II. lx>ok vi. p. 486*-)-— 

In t7io, Mr, Collins pUlililhed " A Vindication of 

** the Divine Attributes," &c. j and, in 171 1, wont 

B 3 to 
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upon Free-thinking, in a letter to Somehodf^ 
Efq. <=, although he hath ufed lefs referve than 
any of his predeceiTors, might yet have beca 

to Holland, where he became acquainted with t$ 
Clerc and o»her great men. He returned to En^and 
in November that Year; and, in 1713, publiflieu h!» 
memorable " Difcourfe of Free-thinking, occaiioned 
** by the Rife and Growth of a Seft called Free- 
thinkers." This made a great noife ; and was attacked 
among others by Mr. Uoadfyj and by Dr. BentUy^ 
under the names oiPbileleutberus LipjUenfis ; and was 
at the fame time expofed by the admirable irony o£ 
I)r. S^Jt, — Wliilft all parties exerted their zeal 
aga'md it in England, the Author went abroad ; and 
%vas treated with great civility by all forts of peoplet 
Pric'fts, Jefuits, Calvinifts, Arminians, &c. He wcnc 
from Holland to Flanders, with a defign of vifiting 
l< ranee vind Italy; but was recalled by the fuddea 
death of a near relation. In 17x5, he publiflied 
** A Philofophical Enquiry concerning Human Li- 
" berty ;" and retired that year into Efex, for which 
county he was chofen treafurer in 1718, an office la 
which his ftrift integrity gained him much repu* 
ration. In 1724, he publilhed ** A Difcourfe of tlic 
^ Grounds and Rcafons of the Chriftian Faith," 
which produced a number of anfwers; as did his 
" Scheme of Literal Ptophccy," which appeared 
in 1727. After having been fome years in a de- 
clining flate of health, and feverely afflidbd with 
the Hone, he died Dec. 13, 1729. 
*^ Mr. CeJlhis caJicd liis Difcourfe, <« A Letter 
^^10 ******* <if * J£fq," 
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more free and open. I confidered, that feveral 
tweli-'willers to infidelity might be difcouraged by 
a {hew of logick, and a multiplicity of quota* 
dons, fcattered through his book ; which to un- 
derftandings of that fize might carry an ap- 
pearance of fomething, like book-itarnin^^ and. 
Gonieqoently fright them from reading for their 
ixoprovement. I could fee no reafon why thefe 
great discoveries flibuld be hid from our youth 
of quality, who frequent Wbhe": and Torres ; 
why they fhould not be ad;rpted to the capacities 
of the Kit-Cat and Hanover ^ Clubs, who might 
then be able to read leftures on them to their 
feyeral Toalls: and it will be allowed on all 
hands, that nothing can fooner help to reilore 
our abdicated catife, than a firm univerfal belief 
of the principles hid down by this fablime 
Author : for I am ienfihle that norhing would- 
more contribute to '^ the continuance of the 
•* War," And the rcftoration of the late Miniftry, 
than to have the dodrines delivered in this 
treatiie well infufcd into the people. I have 
therefore compiled them into the following Ab« 
flradt, wherein I have adhered to -the very 
nvords of our Author; only adding fome few

Jacobite^ high-flying, prieil-ridden fadlion, to 
inifreprefent us. The few additions I have made 
are for no other ufe than to help the tranfition^ 
which could not otherwife be kept in an Abdraft : 
but I have not prefumed to advance any thing 
of my own ; which befides would be needleis 
to an Author who has fo (ully handled and 
demon llrated every particular. I (hall only add, 
that though this Writer, when he fpeaks of 
Priefts, defires chiefly to be underflood to mean 
the Englijh Clergy ; yet he includes all Priefts 
whatfocver, except the antient and modern 
HeatbetUi the Turh^ ^akert, and Socixians*.

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ought to underdand it, and mud do fo by fore

How can a man think at all, if he does no 
think freely '^f A man who does not cat and 
drink yv^r/v, does not eat and dn'nk at all. Why 
may not 1 be denied the liberty q>^ free-feeing^ 
as well as free thinking? Yet nobody pretends, 
that the Ard is unlawful ; for a cat may look on 
a king : though you be near-fighted, or have 
weak or fore eyes, or are blind, you may be 
Tifnefeeri you ought to fee for yourfelf, and 
not trud to a guide to chufe the colour of your 
dockings, or fave you from falling into a ditch* 

In like manner, there ought to be no re* 
ftraiQt at all on thinking feely upon any propo* 
fition, however impious or abfurd. There i§ 
not the lead hurt in the wickeded thoughts, 
provided they be free'^ nor in telling thofe 
thoughts to every body, and endeavouring to 
convince the world of them ; for all this is in* 
eluded in the dodrine oi Free-thinking, as I fhall 
plainly ftiew you in what follows ; and there- 
fore you are all along to underdand the word 
Free-thinking in this fenfe. 

If you are apt to be afraid of the Devil, 
think freely of him, and you dedroy him and 
his kingdom ^. Free- thinking has done him more

I told you how he left Holland '^ and Free thr.lir.v 

aod the Revolution banifned him from Er.gl^nd'y 

I defy all the Clergy to ihcw mc when they ever 

bad fuch facccfs again ft him. My meaning; is, 

that to think freely of the Devil, is to think tlierc 

is no Devil at all ; and he that thinks fo^ the 

Devil is in him if he be afraid of the Devil. 

But, within thefe two or three years, the Dev'il 
h.':ff come into England ag«Tin ; and Dr. Sc- 
dc-jenlt has given him commi3icn to apj^cir in 
the fhape of a cat, and carry old women a'jri.c 
upon broom fticks : and the Devil h .s nov* !o 
many " Minillers ordained to his f.rvict,'* 
that they have rendered Tree-thinki'ig pdi us, 
and nothing but the fecond coming of Ci.'ji 
can rellore it. 

The Priefls tell me, I am to belie\e the 
Bible "" ; but Trce-thinhing tells me ochcrwifo in 
many particulars. The tJible fays, the Jtivt

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jenvs lived in a cormr of the earth, and Ftee^ 
thinking makes it clear that thofe who live in 
corners cannoi be favourites of God. The New 
Teftament all along afferts the Truth ofChrif- 
tianity : but Free-thinking denies it ; becaufc 
Chriftianity was communicated but to a few ; 
and whatever is communicated but to a few. 
cannot be true ; for that is like 'vohifperivgy and 
the Proverb fays, " that there is no whifpering 
*• without lying." 

Here is a fociety in London » for propagating 
Tree-thinking throughout the world, encouraged 
and fupported by the Queen and many others. 
You fay, perhaps, it is for propagating the 
Gofpel. Do you think the MiiTionaries we fend 
will tell the Heathens that they muft not think 
freely f No, furcly ; why then, it is manifeft, 
thoie MiiHonarie* muft be Free-thinker s^ and 
make the Heathens fo too. But why ihould not 
theKing of 5/fl«'',whofe religion is heathenifm 
sind idolatry, fend over a parcel of his Prieils 
to convert us to his Church, as well as we 
fend Miffionaries there? Both * projefts are 
exadlly of a piece, and equally reafonable ; and 
if thofe heathen priefts were here, it would be 
our duty to hearken to them, and think freely 
whether they may not be in the right rather 
than we.

miesy rightly concluded that thofe appointed by 

him to preach his own Gofpel would probably 

he (o too; and could not be fecure that any fett 

of Priefls, of the faith he delivered, wou)d ever 

beotherwife: therefore it is fully demonilrated 

that the Clergy of the Church of England are 

mortal enemies to Chrifty and ought not to be 

believed. 

But, without the privilege of -F/w-Z/f'/W/V/^^, 
how is it poflible to knew which is the ngiu 
Scripture? Here are perhaps twency Tons of 
Scriptures in the feveral parts of the world ; ai:d 
tvzry fett of Priefts contends that their Scrip- 
ture is the true one. The Indian Bramins hnve 
a book of Scripture called the Shajhr\ ti.e 
Per/ecs their Zundivafta'vo ; the Bonnes in China 
have theirs, written by the Difciples of Fo-he^ 
whom they call " God and S;«viour oF the

" falvation, and to give fatii)faclion ibr all 
*' men's fins :" which, you fee, is diredly ihe 
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fame with what our Priefts pretend of Chrijf. 
And mutt we not think freely j to find out which 
are in the right, whether the Bifliops or the 
Bonzes^ But the Ta/apcintf or Heathen Clergy 
of Siam, approach yet nearer to the fyflem of 
our Priefts ; they have a book .of Scripture 
written by Sommonocodam^ who, the Siame/e fay> 
. was ** born of a virgin," and was " the God 
** expcded by the univerfe ;" juft as bur 
Priells tell ns, that Je/us Chrift was bon^ of 
the Virgin Mary^ and was the Meiliah fo long 
expelled. The Turhjh Priefts, or Dewi/es^ have , 
their Scripture, which they call the Alcoran* 
The Jews have the Old Teftament for their 
Sciipture; and the Chriftiems have both the Old 
and the New. Now, among all thcfe Scrip- 
tures, there cannot above one be right; and 
how is it poflible to know which is that, with-» 
out reading them all, and then thinking freely t 
every one of us for ourfelves, without following 
the advice or inftruAIon of any guide, before 
we venture to chufe ? The ParGament ought 
to be at the charge of finding a fufficient 
number of thefe Scriptures for evttj one of her 
Majefty's fubjcds ; for there are twenty to one 
again (I us, that we may be in the< wrong: but a 
great deal of Fret-thinking will at laft fet as all 
right, and every one will adhere to the Scrip- 
/ere Jje likes bc&i fcy which mta&S) ieV\^\oti» 
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peace, and wealth, will be for ever I'ecured in 
Ler Majefly's realms. 

And it is the more necefTary that the good 
people of England ^.ould have liberty to chufe 
ibme other Scripture, becaufe all Chritlian 
Priefts differ fo much about the copies of theirs, 
and about the various readings of the feveral 
manufcripts, which quite deilroys the authority 
of the Bible : for what authority can a book 
pretend to, where there are various readings * ? 
And for this reafon, it is manifefl that no man 
can know' the opinions ol Anjloik or JPlaio^ or 
believe the fafts related by Thucydides or Livy^ 
tor be pleafed with the poetry of Homer and 
Virgil I all which books are utterly ufelefs, upon 
account of their various readings. Some books 
of Scripture are faid to be loft; and this utterly 
deilroys the credit of thofe that are left : feme 
we rejeft, which the Africans and Copicks re- 
ceive; and why may we not think freely, and 
Ityedt the reil? Some think the Scriptures 
wnoUy infpiredy fome partly ; and Tome not at 
alK Now this is juft the very cafe of the 
Bramins^ Perjees^ Bonzes^ Talapoins, Deri;ifeSy 
Rabbi's f and all other Priefls, v/ho build their 
jeligion upon books, as our Prieds do upon

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their Bibles. They all equally differ abou^ the 
copies, various readings^ and inrpirations, of 
their feveral Scriptures ; and God knows which 
are in the right : Free'thinkhtg alone can deter- 
mine ir. * 

It would be endlefs T to (hew in how znanjp 
particulars the Priefts of the Heathen and 
Chriflian Churches differ about the meaning 
even of thofe Scriptures which they univerfally 
receive as facred. But,- to avoid prolixity, I 
Ihali confine myfelf to the different opinions 
among the Pricils of the Church of England i 
and • here only give, you a fpecimen, becaufe 
even thefe are too many to be enumerated. 

I have found out a bifhop * (though, indeed 
his opinions are condemned by all his brethren) 
who allows the Scriptures to be fo di$cQlt» (hat 
God has left them rather as a trial of pur in* 
duftry than a repofitory. of our faith, and fur- 
niture of Creeds and articles of Belief; witli 
feveral other admirable fchemes o^ Free-thinkhg^ 
which you may confult at your leifure. 
, The doftrine of the Trinity * is the moft 
fundamental point of the whole Chriftian Re- 
ligion. Nothing is more eafy to a Free-thinker : 
yet what different notions of it do the Englijh 
Priefts pretend to deduce from Scripture, ex-

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be not eternal. They difFcr about keeping the 
Sabbath, the divine right of Epifcopacy, and 
the dodrine of Original Sin ; which is the 
foundation of the whole Chriflian Religion ; 
for, if men afe not liable to be damned for 
Adan^s fin, the Chriftian Religion is an impof** 
ture : yet this is now difputed among them ; 
fo is Lay-baptifm : fo was formerly the lawful- 
nefs of Ufury ; but now the Pricfts are common 
Stockjobbers, Attornies, and Scriveners. In 
ihort, there is no end of difpudng among Priefb; 
and therefore I conclude, that there ought to 
be no fuch thing in the world as Priefts, Teach- 
ers, or Guides, for inftruding ignorant people 
in religion ; but that tvtxy man ought to thiiA 
freej for himfelf. 

1 will tell you my meaning in all this. The 
Prieils difpute every point in the Chridian Re- 
ligion, as well as almofl- every text in the Bible ; 
and the force of my argument lies here, that 
whatever point is difputed by one or two Di- 
vines, however conden^ned by the Churchy not 

Four Sermons ^' on the Divinity and Incarnation 
<* of our BletTed Saviour," to remove the imputation 
of Socinianifm, which had long l^een unjuftly fixed 
upon him.

Tiie Priefts difpute 
about explainiDg the Trinity ; therefore a Free^ 
thinker may reje^ one or two, or the whole 
three Perfons ; at leaft^ he may rejedChriiUanityy 
becauie the Trinity is the moft fundamental 
doAride of that Religioti. So I affirifi Original- 
Sin, and* that men are liable to be damned for 
JkUm^s Sin» to be the foundation of the whole 
Chrifiian Religion; but this point was for- 
merly, and is now, difputed : therefore a Free^ 
thinkir may deny the whole* And I cannot help 
giving you one further direfkion, how I infinuate 
all along, that the wifeft Frei-tbinking Priel^s^ 
wbom you may diflinguiih by the epithets I be- 
llow on them, were thofe who differed moft 
from the generality of their brethren. 

But, befides, the condu£^ of our Prleds ^ in 
many other points makes Fret'tbinking una- 
voidable^ for feme of them own, that the doc- 
trines of the Church are contradictory to one 
another, as well as to reafon ; which I thus

fore. Dr. Sotttb defcribes the- Incarnation of 
Chrtfi as an afloniihing myllery, impoflible to 
be conceived by man's reafon * ; ergo, it is con-^ 
tradiflory to icfelf and to reafon, and ought to 
be exploded by all Free-tinkers. 

Another inflance of the Prieils conduct % 
which multiplies Free-thinkers f is 'their acknow- 
ledgement of abufes, defe£b, and falfe doc- 
trines, in the Church ; particularly that of eat- 
ing Black Puddingy which is fo plainly forbid 
in the Old and New Teftamenty that I wonder 
thofe who pretend to believe a fyllable iiv either, 
will prefume to tafte it« Why fliould I men- 
tion ° the want of difcipline, and of a fide- 
board at the altar, with complaints of other 
great abufes and defeats made by fome of the 
Prieds, which no man can think on without Free^ 
ibinkingy and confequently rejecting Chriftianity ? 

When! fee an honeft Free-thinking Bi(hop <» en- 
deavour to deilroy the power and privileges of 
the Church, and Dr. Atterhury angry with him 
for it, and calling it ^* dirty work ;" what can 
J conclude, by virtue of being a Free^thinht'^ 
bttt that ChriHianity is all a cheat I

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Mr. Wbifton has publiflicd feveral Trads, 
vrherein he abfolutely denies the Divinity of 
Chrifip. A Bifhop telis him, «' Sir, in any

** againft it, though you are fure you are in 
** the right." Now my opinion is diredly con» 
trary; and I affirm, that, if ten thoufand Free^ 
thinkers thought dilTerently from the received

It is the in difpen fable 
duty of a frsi-thinkery to endeavour forcing all 
the world to think as he does,' and by that means 
make them Fru'thinktrt too. You are alfo to 
underftand, that I allow no man to be a Free* 
thinker^ any further than as he differs from the 
received doctrines of Religion* Where a maa

» Dr. Mattbenv Ttndal*, bom about 1637, be- 
came a coramdncr of Lincoln ColUget Oxford^ in ^ 
1651 ; removed to Exeter College in 1672; and was • 
eleftcd fellow oi All Souls in 1676. In the rei^ ' 
of James^ 11, he declared himfelf a Roman Capholic, .' 
but afterward renounced that religion. He greatly * - 
diftinguiflied himfelf bv two famous works. Firft, 
« The Rights of the'Chriftian Church affertedf," 
in 1706. This book, as was expelled, made a great 
noife, and met with many anfwerers ; among others^ ■ 
it exercifed the pen of Dr. Sivi/'t, whofe judicious 
Remarks on it are printed in the Thirteenth Volume 
of his Works. The other famous work of Dr. 
^indal was, " Chriftianity as old as the Creation," 
publifhcd in 1730. The nrft was written againft the 
Church, this aeainfl Revelation ; fo that, if this 
Author's principles and deiigns had taken ^lace, his 
plan would have been compleated by the dedruftion 
of both. Befides thefe two important works, he 
wrote a great number of fmaller pieces on civil and 
religious liberty.

He was 
indifputably a man of great reafoning powers, and 
very fufficient learning ; and Chriftians might have 
wiihed with reafon, that he had employed his talents 
to a betterpurpofc. 

' John Toland was born in the North of Ireland^ 
Nov, $Of 1670. He was educated at OiaJgo'Wt and 
was foon very zealous againft Popery, tlie profeffioa 
he was bred in. His hrft work of any note was 
** Chriflianity not myftcrious,*' in 1696; and fron\ 
that time till his death, which happened March 
II, ijzifZy he publiihcd an amazing number of 
treaties on various fubje£l&» chiefly theological or 
political. He was a man of moil uncomnion abi- 
lities, and perhaps the mod learned of all the ad<* 
vocates for Infidelity ; but, his fyflem being Atheifm, 
he was unhappily Jed to employ his parts and learn- 
ing Very much to the prejudice of focicty.

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Treatifes in Dialogue, where they introcjuco 
Atheids^ Deifts, Scepticks, and Socmians, ofTer* 
ing their feveral arguments. Now thefe Freg^ 
thinkers are too hard far the Priefls thtxnfelve^ 
in their own Books. And how can it be other- 
wife ? For, if the arguments ufually offered by 
Atheiils are fairly repiefented in thefe Books, 
they muft needs convert every body that read« 
them ; becaufe Atheiils, Deifls, Scepticks, and 
Socinians, have certainly better arguments to 
maintain their opinions, than any the Priefls caa 
produce to maintain the contrary. 

Mr. Creech^ a Priefl, tranflated Lucretius into 
Engli^i which is a ccmpleat fyilem of Atheifflo |- 
and feveral young Students, who were afterw 
wards Priefls, wrote verfes in praife of this 
Tranflation. The arguments againd Providence 
in that Book are fo ftrong, that they have added 
mightily to the number oi Free-thinkers. 

What fliould I mention y the pious cheats of 
the Priefls, who in the New Tellament tranflate 
the word Ecclefia fometimes the Churchy and 
fometimes the Cengregaticn ; and Epifcofusy fom€- 
times a B'Jhop^ and fometimes an O^er/eer ? A 
Priefl) tranflating a Book, left out a whole paf^ 
fagc that refledled on the King; by which he 
was an enemy to political Free- thinkings a moft 
coniiderable branch of our fyilem. Another

Fried, tranflating a Book of Travels, left but 
9. lying Miracle, out of mere malice 2, to conceal 
an argument for Free-tbiMng* In ihort, thele 
frauds are very common i^ all Books which are 
publKhed by Priefts. But, however, I love to 
excufe them a whenever I can : and as to this 
accufation, they may olead the authority of the 
ancient Fathers of tne Church, for forgery, 
corruption, and mangling of Authors, with 
more rcafon than for any of their Articles of 
Faith. St. Jtrom^ St. Hilary ^ Evfehiut VtraU 
j£n/iS9 ViSlorinm^ and feveral others, were all 
guiliy of arrant forgery and corruption : for, 
when they tranflated the Works of feveral Ft^ei' 
tbinkersy whom they called Hereticks, they. 
om>tted all their Herefks or Frei*thinkmgSf and 
had the impudence to own it to the world. 

From Vhefe many notorious inftances of the 
Priefts* conduft ^, I conclude, they are not to 
be relied on in any one thing relating to Re* 
ligion; but that tvtxy man muft th'tni freely ioi 
himfelf. 

But to this it may be objected, that the bulk 
cf mankind is as well qualified for flying as^ 
thinking ; and if every man thought it his duty 
to think free^yy and trouble his neighbour with 
his thoughts (which is an efTentiaJ part of Free^ 
thiaking)t it would make wild work in the world*

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t anfwer ; whoever cannot think freely ^ may left 
!t alone if he pleafes, by virtue of his right to 
think freely ; that is to fay, if fuch a m2.n freely 
thinks that he cannot think freely ^ of which every 
man is a fufHcient judge, why then he need not 
think freely unlefs he thinks fit. 

Befides, if the bulk of mankind cannot tbiai 
freely in matters of fpeculation, as the being 
of a God, the immortality of the foul, l3c. ; 
why then. Free-thinking is indeed no duty : but 
then the Prieils muil allow, that men are not 
concerned to believe whether there is a God 
or no. But ftill thofe who are difpofed to think 
freely^ may think freely if they pleafe. 

It is again objedled «, that Free-thinking will 
produce endlefs divifions in opinion, and by coa« 
fequence diforder fociety. To which I anfwer. 

When every fingle man comes to have a dif^ 
ferent opinion every day from the whole world 
and from himfelf, by virtue o^ Free thinkings and 
thinks it his duty to convert every man to his, 
own F^ee-thinking (as all Vit Free-thinkers do); 
how can that poflibly create fo great a diveriity 
of opinions as to have a fett of Priefts agree 
amon^ themfclve- to. teach the fame opinions 
in their feveral parities to all who will come 
to hear them ? Hefides, if all people were 
of the fame opinion, the itvaii^^ would be

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worfe than the difeafe ; I will tell you the reafon 
fome other time. • 

Belides, difference in opinion, efpecially ia 
matters of great moment, breeds no confuiion 
at all. Witnefs Papift and Proteftant, Round- 
head and Cavalier, and Whig and Tory, now 
among us. I obferve, the furkijb Empire is 
more at peace w///&:«/V/^^ than Chriftian Princes 
are nvith one another, Thofe noble Turkijh vir- 
tues of charity and toleration are what con- 
tribute chiefly to the flourifhing flate of that 
happy Monarchy. There Chriftlans and "je-vjs 
are tolerated, and live at ea(e, if they can uold 
their tongues and think freelj^ provided they 
never fet foot within the Mofques, nor write 
againfl Mahomet, A few plunderings now and 
then by their JanifTaries are all they have to fear. 
It is objefted, that, by Free-thinkings men will 
thiitk themfelves into Atheifm; and indeed I 
have allowed all along, that Atheiftical, Books 
convert men to Free- thinking. But fuppofe that 
be true, I can bring you two Divines, who 
afHrm Super ftition and Enthufiafm to be worfe 
than Atheifm, and more mifchievous to fociety: 
and, in (hort, it is neceffary that the bulk of the 
people fliould be Atheifts or fuperdltious. 

It is objedled, that Priefts ^ ought to be relied 
on- by the people, as Lawyers and Phyficians,

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becaufe it is their faculty. I anfwer, it is true. 
a man who is no Lawyer is not futfered to 
plead for himfelf ; but every man may be his 
own Quack if he pleafes, and he only ventures 
his life ; bat, in the other cafe, the rne& tells 
him he muft be damned : therefore do not traft 
the Prieft, but think /reefy for yourfelf ; and» if 
you happen to think there is no Hell, theie 
certainly is none, and confequently you cannot 
be damned. I anfwer further, that wherever 
there is no Lawyer, Phyiician, or Prieft, that 
country is Paradiie* Befides, all Priefis (except 
the orthodox, and thofe are not ours, nor any 
that I know) are hired by the publick to lead 
men intomifchief : but Lawyers and Phyiicians 
are not ; you hire them yourfelf. 

It is objeded « (by Priefts, no doubt, but I 
have forgot their names) that falfe fpeculations 
are neceSary to be impofed upon men, in order 
to aflifl the magifirate in keeping the peace; 
and that men ought therefore to be deceived, 
like c{iildren, for their own good. I anfwer, 
that zeal for impo£n^ fpeculations, whether 
true or falfe (under which name of fpeculations 
I include all opinions of Religion, as the belief 
of a God, Providence, immortality of the fovil, 
future rewards and puniihments, ^r.), has done 
aliore htirt than it is pofiile for Religion to do

good. 
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p»d. It puts us to the charge of maintaining 
m thoufand Prieils in England, which is a 
bortben upon focicty never ielc on any other 
oocanon ; and a greater evil to the publick than 
if thefe £ccle(ialticks were only employed in the 
Boft innocent offices of life, which I take to bs 
tmiag and drinking ^ Now, if you offer to im- 
pofe any thing on mankind befides what relates 
to moral duties, as to pay your debts, not pick 
pockets, nor commit murder, and the like ; 
that is to fay, if* befides this, you oblige them 
Id believe in God and Jefiu Cbrift^i what you 
add to their faith will take juft fo much off 
fiom their morality. By this argument, it is 
Bianifeft that a perfedl moral man mull be a 
perfedl Atheifl; every inch of Religion he gets, 
iolcs him an inch of morality : for there is a 
certain ^tftf/r/«M belongs to ev^ry man, of which 
there is nothing to fpare. This is clear from the 
common pradtice of all our pricfls : they never 
ooce preach to you, to love your neighbour, 
tobejud in your dealings, or to be fober and 
tODperate. The llreets of London are full of 
common whores *■, publickly tolerated in their 
vickednefs ; yet the Prieils make no complaints 
l|Uoft this enormity, either from the pulpit or 
iImb prefs : I can affirm, that neither you nor Lt 
Sir, have ever heard one Sermon againll whonu^ 
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iince we were boys. No, the Priefis allow all 
thefe vices, ^nd love us the better for them, 
provided we v^ill protrife not to *' harangue 
•* upon a Text," nor to fprinkle a little water 
in a child*s face, \yhich they call baptizing, and 
would engrofs it all to themfelves, 

Befideb, the Priefls engage all the rogu^ 
villains, and fools, in their party, in order to 
make it as large as they can : by this means 
they feduced Conftantine the Great over to their 
religion ', who was the firfl Chriilian Emperor, 
and fo horrible a villain, that the Heathen Prie^ 
told him they could not expiate his crimes in 
their Church ; fo he was at a lofs to know what 
to do, till an Egyptian Bifhop afiured him that 
there was no villainy fo great, but was to be ex- 
piated by the Sacraments of «the Chriilian Re- 
ligion ; upon which he became a Chrifliaa, 
and to him that Religion owes Its firft fettle-, 
ment. 

It is objefled ^ that Free-tbinktrs themselves 
are the moft infamous, wicked, and fenfele&» 
of all mankind. 

I anfwer, firll, we fay the fame of Priefls and 
other believers. But the truth is, men of all 

fefls

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I anfwer, thirdly", that .Free-thinkers arc tlie 
mod virtuous perlons in the world ; for eveiy 
Free-thinker mull certainly differ from the Prieds^ . 
and from nine hundred ninety •nine of a thoQ^ 
fand of thofe among whom they live ; and are 
therefore virtuous of courfe, becaufe every bodjr 
hates them. 

I anfwer, fourthly ^^ that the moft virtocmt 
people in all ages have been Free^tbinkgrs ; of ' 
which I ihall produce feveral inftances. 

» WtUiam CovMrd, a native of Whicbefler, be- 
came a commoner of Hart Hail in May 1674 * ^^ * 
was admitted a fcholar of H^euihedn CoUtge in « 675. 
He took his Doftor's degree in phyfic, July 2, 1687 1 
and, having pra£tired a while at Noribanipton, camo ■ 
to London in 1693. He tranilated « Abfalom and 
Acbitopbel** into Latin verfe in 1682 ; for whichf 
W^ood lays, " he was fchool.ed in the College," Dr.

1 anfwer, with Juftin Martyr^ that Chrift is 

nothing el(e but Reafon ; and I hope you do 

not think Socrates lived before Rea/v. Nc.v, 

this trae Chrillian Socrates never made notions,

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heavenly things. Laftly, it is plain that Socraie 

was a Free-thinker^ becaufe he was calumniated . 

for an Atheift, as free-thinktirs generally arc, 

only becauie he was an enemy to all fpeculatioDS 

and enquiries into heavenly things.- For I areue 

thus, that, if I never trouble myfelf to think 

whether there be a God or no, and forbid others 

to do it, I am a Free-thinker, but not an Atheifl. 

. Flato was a Free-thinker ' ; and his notions 

are fo like fome in the Gofpel, that a Heathen 

charged Chriji with borrowing his doflriue from 

Flato. But Origen defends Cbtift vtry well 

againfl this charge, by faying he did not un- 

derlland Greeks and therefore could not borrow 

his doctrines from F/ato, However, their two 

religions agreed fo well^ that it was common 

forChriftians to turn Plhionijisy and Flatomfis 

Chriftians. When the Chrillians found out this^ 

one of their zealous Priefts (worfe than any 

Atheift) forged feveral things under Plato* s name, 

but conformable to ChrilHanity, by which th6 

Heathens .were fraudulently converted. 

Epicurus v/Sis the greateft of all Free-thinkers*^ 
and confequently the moil virtuous man in 
the world. His opinions in Religion were the 
moft com pleat fyftem of Atheifm that ever ap- 
peared. Chriftians ought to have the greated; 
veneration for him, becaufe he taught a higher 

point 
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point of virtue than Cbrift i I mean, the virtue 
of Friendfhip, which, in the fenfe we ofnally 
underftiand it, is ^not fo much as darned in th^ 
NcwTeftament. 

- Flutarcb was a Free-tbinker S liotwithflanding 
his being a Priell ; but indeed he was a Heathen 
Prieft. His Free-tbinking appears by fhewing 
the innocence of Atheiim (which at worft is 
only falfe reafoning) and the mifchiefs of Su- 
perltition; and he explains what Superflition 
is, by calling it a conceit of immortal ills 
after death, the opinion of Hell-torments, dread- 
ful afpefts, doleful 'groans, and the like. He 
is likewife very fatincal upon the public forms 
of devotion in his own country (a qualification 
^bfolutely ncceflary to a Free^tbinkir) ; yet thofe 
forms which he ridicules are the very fame 
that no^ pafs for true miorjhip in almoll all 
countries : I am fure, fdme of them do fo in 
ours ; fuch as abje£l looks, diftortions, wry facet, 
beggarly tones, humiliation, and contrition. 

Farro °,. the mod learned amonjg^ the Romania 
was a Free-tbinker ; for he faid, the Heathen Di* 
vinity contained many. fables below the dignity 
of immortal beings; fuch, for inflance,ji8 Gods 
BEGOTTEN and PROCEEDING ffom Other Gods. 
Thefe two words I deiire you will particularly 
lemarky becaufe they are the .very terms made

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ufe of by our Pnefts in their do£lriiie of the 
Trinity. He fays likewife, that there are many 
things faife in Religion, and fo fay all Fru* , 
thinkers ; but then he ^adds, ^* which the vnlgar 
*^ ought not to know, but it is expedient they 
<' ihottld believe/' In this laft he indeed dif- 
covers the whole fecret of a Statefman and 
Politician, by denying the vulgar the privilege 
of Ffte-thinkin^ ; and here I differ from him«> 
However, it is manifeft from hence^ that the 
Trinity waff an invention of Statefmen audjPoli^ 
ticians. 

The grave and wife Gtr/o the Cenfor ^ will for 
ever live in that nohlt /ree'tBinking faying^^' I 
*^ wonder," faid he, •* how one of your Frieftt 
** can forbear, laughing when he fees another!'* 
(for contempt of Priefts is another grand cha^ 
ra^erifiic of a Free-thinker,) This ihews that 
Cato ynderftood the whole myftery of the RomoM 
^' Religion as by law eftablifhed^' I beg yoa^ 
^ir, not to overlook thefe laft words, ** Ke* 
^< ligion as by law edablifhed.'' I tranilate 
Haru/pex into the general word, Priefi. ThstJ 
^pply the fentence to otir Priells in Ettgianel; and^ 
when Dr. Smallritlge fees D|*. jitterbuiy^ I wonder 
how either of them can forbear laughing at the 
cheat they put upon the people, by making 
them believe their ** Religioh as by law efia* 
blilhcd."

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Cicero^ that confummate Philofopher and 
noble Patriot, though he were a Prleil, and con- 
fequently more likely to be a knave, jravc the 
grfareft proofs of his Free-tbinklMg. Firil, he 
pfofefled the Sceptic Philofophy, which doubts 
of every thing. Then, he wrote two Treatifcs ; 
in the firll» he fhews the wsakncA of tlie 
Stoicks' arguments for the being of the Gods : 
in the latter, he has deflroyed the iivhole r^- 
or^/iri/ Religion of the Gfv/^j and Romans: (for 
why fhould not theirs be a revealed Religion 
as well as that oiCbrift?) Cicero likewifc tells 
us, as hifi own opinion, that they who iludy 
Philofbphy do not believe there are any Gods : 
he denies the immortality of the foul, and fays 
there can be nothing afcer death. 
And bccaufe the Priefts ^ have the impudence 




philofbphical works are generally in Dialogues. 
where people are brought-in difputii-g aoainit 
one another. Now the rriefts, uhen they ibc an 
argument to prove a God, otr^rcd perhaps l>v a 
Scoick, are fucb knaves or blockheads to quotc 
il as if it were Cicero's own; whereas Cicero wv^z 
(bnnble a Free-thinker^ that he believed nothing 
It all of the matter, nor ever fhews* the Icall

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inclination to favour fuperilition, or the belief 
o^ God and the immortality of the foul ; unlefs ■ , 
what he throws out fometimes, to fave himfelf ^ 
from danger, in his fpeeches to the Roman mob ; 
whofe Religion was^ however, much more in- 
nocent, and lefs abfurd, than that of Popery at 
lead : and I could fay more — but you undef- 
iland me. 

Seneca was a great Free-thinker 7f and had a 
noble notion of the worfhip of the Gods, for 
which bur Priefts would call any man an Atheift : 
he laughs at morning devotions, or worihiping 
upon Sabbath-days: he fays, God has no need 
of Miniilers and Servants, becaafe he himfelf 
/ertves mankind. This religious man, like his 
religious brethren the Stoicks, denies the im- 
mortality of the foul; and fays, all that 19 
feigned to be fo terrible in Hell is but a fable: 
death puts an end to all our mifery, fe'r. Yet 
the Pridls were anciently fo fond of Seneca, that 
they forged a correfpondence of letters between 
him and St. PauL 

Solsinon himfelf «, whofe writings are called 
*' the word of God," was fuch a rree-tbinket'^ 
that, if he were now alive, nothing but his 
building of Churches could have kept our Priefts 
from calling him an Atheilh He affirms the 
eternity of the world almoft in the fame man-

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ner with Manilius the Heathen Philofophical 
Poet (which opinion entirely ovtrihrows the 
Hiftory of the Creation by Af-j/?/, and a!l the 
New Tcllament) : he denies the immortality of 
the foul, aflures us ** that men die like bealls," 
and *« that both go to one place.'* 

The Prophets of the Old Teftament =* were 
generally Free-thinkers, You niuft undorllain!, 
that their way of learning to prophcfy was by 
Mufic and Drinking. Thcfe Prophets wrote 
again ft the Eftabliftied Religion of the jfeivs 
(which thofe people looked upon as the iuiU- 
tuticn of God himfelf ), as if they believed it 
was all a cheat: that is to fay, with as great 
liberty arrainft the Priefts and Prophets of Ij'rad^ 
as Dr. Ttndal did lately againft the rriells and 
Prophets of our Ijrael^ who has clearly {Ir'a p 
them and their Religion to be chcatf). 1 o 
prove this, you may read fcveral pairnp'S in 
Ifaiabj E-^tkiel, ylmoi^^eremiah^ k£c, whcrtiii you 
will find fuch inllances of /;y£'-/>^/;//7//j[/, that, if 
any En/iijhman^^ had talked fo in our davD, their 
Opinions wou'd have been rt'gillered in Dr. oV<- 
d!t*vercWs 'Irial and in the Rcprefc ntaiion of the 
Lower Houfe of Convocation, and p-odiivcd as 
fo many proofs of the prophanenefb, biafplicmy, 
tnd atheifm, of the nation ; there being no- 
thing more prrphane, blafphemous, or atlic- 
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iflical, in thofe reprefentations, than what tliefe *' 
Prophets have (jpoken, whofe writings are yet ■ 
called by our Pncfts " the word of GoL" And ^ 
therefore thefe Prophets are as much AtheifU ,' 
as myfelf, or as any of my free-thinking brethren * 
who];n I lately named to you. ' 

Jo/epbiis was a great Free-thinker ^. I wifli h^ ^ 
had chofen a better fubjedl to write on, than ^ 
thofe ignorant, barbarous, ridiculous fcoundrels i 
the Jews^ whom God (if we may believe the ' 
Prieils) thought fit to chufe for his own people; 
I will give you fome in (lances of his Free-tbink^ 
ing^. He fays, Ci/ff travelled through, feveral 
countries, and kept company with rakes and 
profligate fellows ; he corrupted the fimplicity 
of former times, t^c. which plajnly fuppofet 
men before Adam^ and confequently that the 
Priefls' Hiflory of the Creation by Mofes is an 
impofture. He fays, the I/raelites pafling through 
the Red Sea was no more than Alexanders pafling' 
at the Famphilian Sea ; that as for the appear- 
ance of God at Mcunt Sinai^ the Reader may 
believe it as he pleafes ; that Mofes perfuaded 
the Jews he had God for his guided juJl as the 
Greeks pretended they had their laws from Apollo • 
Thefe are noble drains of Free-thinking, which 
the Prieils know not how to folve, but by thinks 
ing 2LS freely ; for one of them fays, that Jofefbus

Origem ^ who was the firft Chriftian that hnd 
any learning, has left a noble teftimony of his 
Frfe-tbinki.:^ : for a General Council has deter- 
mined him to be damned ; which plainly fhews 
lie was a Free-tbinker^ and was no Saint ; for 
people were only fainted becaufe of their want 
of learning and excefs of zeal ; To that all the 
Fathers who are called Saints by the PrieHs were 
vorie than Atheifis. 

Minucims Ftlix^ feems to be. a true, modem, 
latitodinarian, Fnt-thinking Chriilian ; for he is 
againft Altars, Churches, public Preaching, and 
poblic AfTemblies; and likewife againft Prieih; 
Ibr, he fays, there were feveral great fiourilhing 
Empires before there w^re any orders of Pricfts 
in the world. 

Sfne/tus % who had too much learning and 
too little zeal for a Saint, was for fome time a 
seat Free-thinker \ he could not believe the 
leforreflion till he was made a Biihop, and then 
pRtended to be convinced by a lying miracle. 

To come to our own country. My Lord 
BicM ^ was a great Free-tbinkery when he tells

He was made 
chaplain to the duke of Lauderdale in 1676 5 who 
tooic him next year into Scttlandy where he received 
the degree of D. D. in a manner particularly ho- 
nourable to him; He was promoted to a prebend 
of Worcefterm March, 1679-80; made chaplain to 
the King in 1681 ; and dean oi IVorcefier in 'Auguft 
1683. At the Revoluti(?n, refufing with many pthcrs 
to take the oaths, he fell under fufpenfion in Au"' 
guft 1689, and was deprived in February following. 
He continued in polFell ion, however, till M^y jwhen^ 
reading in the Gazette that his deanry was granted 
to Mr. JVilliam Talbot (afterward fuccellively hifhop 
of Oxford, Saiifuuryy and Durham), he immediately 
drew up, in his own hand-writing, a claim of right 
to it, dirr^ed to all the members of that church, 
and in 169 1 afRxed it over the entrance into the 
choir.

** Government." From this time he was under the 
neceffity of abfconding till May 18, 1699, when lord 
Somers obtainetl an a6t of council for a Noli profequL 
He Was in the mean time confecrated, Feb. 4, 1693-4, 
among the Nonjurors, fufFragan bifhop of Tbetford. 
Some years before he died, lie was grievoufly tor- 
mented with the (lone ; arid at length his confti* 
tution, though naturally very ftrong, gave way to 
that diHemper, Dec, 15, 1715* — He was a man of 
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the Chriftian Religion, with refpeft to God, are 
no other but what natural light prompts men 
to, except the two Sacramecfts, and praying to 
God in the name and mediation of Chrift. As 
a Prieft ^nd Prelate, he was obliged to fay fonie- 
thing of Chriftianity; but pray obferve. Sir, *

to be tedious ; for it is ^certain that all men of 

i&Eiiit depart from the opinions commonly re- 

univerfal learning, and particularly ikilful in th6 old 
Northern languages and antiquities j and has given 
us feme writings in this way, which will probably 
be valued when all his other work's (confifting prin- 
cipally of controveriial pieces on politicks and re- 
ligion) are forgotten. He was alfo deeply read in 
the primitive Fathers of the Church, whom he con- 
lidercd as the beft cxpofitors of Scripture.

iion. Hoivever, he feems to allow that a man ) 
may be a tolerable Free-thinker y though he does 
believe a God ; provided he utterly rejeds 
" Providence, Revelation, the Old and New 
** Teflament, Future Rewards and Punifhments, 
** the Immortality of the Soul," and other' the 
like impoffible abfurdities. Which mark of fu- 
perabundant caution, facrificing Truth to the 
Superftition of Prieils, may perhaps be forgiven^ 
but ought not to be imitated by any who would 
arrive (even in this Author's judgement) at the 
true perfection of Free-thinking q. 

'q Here, as in feme other parts of this parody, the' 
irony is palpable enough; and yet we think this 
fpecies of writing not the beft adapted to ex|x)fc 
even the fallacy of mifrepreftnting tacred fubje^s. 
Falfe pliilofopny, like folly, is undoubtedly an 
obje6l of ridicule ; but irreligion, like vice, is too

In 1720, 
he Recruited his purfe, by a handfome fubfcripcion 
to his poems, in two volvilnes» 410 j but Ion all 
his fortune by the South Sea fcheme. In 1724, he 
vrrcte " The Captives," which he had the honour 
of reailing to queen Caroline^ then princefs of U^alis \ 
who promifcd him further ttiarks of favour if he 
would write fome fables in verfe for the ufe of the 
duke of Cumberland', which he perfoxTned, and 
publifhcd in 1726. On the acccflion of king 
Ceorge II, he was offered th6 pbft of Gentleman 
Ufher to the princefs Louifiii Which he declined 
acceptingi being conviiiced that it was unworthy his 
mention. He, however, received fome confolaticm^ 
jtnd a confiderable increafe bodi of fortune and repu* 
ration, by the performance of The Beggar's Opera 
immediately afterwards. The great advantages anfing 
fron^ this piece induced him to continue the Plan iii 
a fecond part, which he intitled Pdlly^ evidently in-* 
ferior to the former ; and, being excluded the ftt^' 
he printed it, obtained a large fubfcHption, and gain- 
ed alfoy by the prohibition, the endearing ^enmhifi

Pamphlet is taken up with a copy of his Letter 
to Mr. Ironjide^ the Remarks of the Exanumr 
and another Author upon that Letter, the Hy- 
drography of fome French and Enghjh Ports, 
and his Anfwer to Mr. -^ugghis iMemoriaL 
The bent of his difcourfe is, in appearance, to 
ihew of what prodigious confequence to the 
welfare of England the furrendry of Diutkirk 
was. But here, Mr. BailifF, you mud be care- 
ful ; for all this is faid in raillery ; for you may 
eafily remember, that, when the town was firft 
yielded to the Queen, the Whigs declared it 
was of no confequence at all ; that the French 
could eafily repair it after the demolitioo, or 
fortify anothiE:r a few miles off, which would 
be of more advantage to them.

the borough of Stockbridge i in the following par- 
liament was elefted for G«/^r^; was appointed of 
the privy council to George I ; and died in 1730, 
J^c was father to Allan the fiiftloid MidUttrn^ 
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the mind is this ! How glad (hould I be to 

hear a man *' oiFer reafons and argument, and 

•* yet at the fame time appear void of both !** 

But this whole paragraph is of a peculiar ftrain ; 

the confequences fo jull and natural, and fuch 

a propriety 10 thinking, as feW authors ever 

arrived to. '• Since it has been the fafhion to 

•* run down men of much greater confequence 

" than I am ; I will not bear the accufation," 

ihiJ, This, I fuppole, is, ** to offer' reafons and 

*• argument*, and yet appear void of both.'* 

And in the next lines; *' Thefe Writers ftiall 

*' treat me as they think fit, as I am their 

•• brother- fcrlbbler ; but I fhall not be*fo un- 

*• concerned when they attack me as an honed 

" man," p. 40. And how does he defend hi m- 

" felf ? I fliall therefore inform them, that it 

•* is not in the power of a private man to hurt 

•• the prerogative," &c. Well ; I (hall treat him 

only as a brother -fcribhUr ; and I guefs he will 

hardly be attacked as an honed man .-'but, if his 

meaning be that *• his honefty ought not to be 

'* attacked, becaufe he has no power to hurt 

** the bonoar and prerogative of the Crown 

•• without being punifhed ;" he will make an 

admirable reafoner in the hotife of commons. 

But all this wife argumentation was intro« 
duced, only to clofe the para^^raph, by haling- 
in a fact, which he relates to you and your 
Borough, in order to quiet the minds of the 

people. 
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people, and exprefs his duty and gratitude to 
the Queen. Ihe faft 19 this ; ** Tnat her Ma- 
** jelly's honour is in danger of being loft, by 
•' her Miniilers* tolerating villaitis without con-

ticns of praife and profit : yet, having read all 
that ever whs objec'ted againll him by the Rxa^ 
miner ^ I will undertake to prove every fyllable 
of it true, particularly that famous attempt to 
be general for life. 7 he earl of GoJolphin is 
dead, and his faults may fojourn with him in

od, in his mercy, for ever keep our Prelates

Mr. Steele is difcontented that the iVIiniftry 
.ve not **• called the Examiner to account, aa 
well as the Flying PoJiP 1 will inform you, 
[r. Bailiff*, how that matter Hands. The author 
* the Flying Poft has thrice a week, for above 
70 years together, publifhed the moH impu- 
:nt refledlions upon all the prefent Mini (fry, 
pon all their proceedings, and upon the whole 
}dy of Tories. I'he Examinery on the other 
ity writing in defence of thofe whom her 
lajedy employs in her greatell affairs, and of 
le caufe they are engaged in, hath always 
9roe hard upon the Whigs, and now and then 
poo fome of their leaders.

Hearken to another cafe, Mr. Bailiff : fuppofe 
your Worfhip, during yoi^r annual adminiflra- 
tion, fhould happen to be kicked and cuffed 
by a parcel of Tories; would not the circum- 
ilance of your being a Magillrate make the 
crime the greater, than if the like infults were, 
committed on an ordinary Tory f^opkeeper by 
a company of honeft Whigs ?

or ftamped for the purpofe, which every body 
can tell hew to apply. Without going on

is the charafler given by Mr. Steele of thofe 
perfons whom her Majeily has thought fit to 
place in the highed flatiohs of the kingdom,

weighty affairs : and this is the Genileman v 
cries out, " Where is Honour? where is < 
** vernment? where is Prerogative?" p. ^ 
becaufe the Examiner has ibmetimes dealt frt 
with thofe whom the Queen has thought fit 
d'tfcard^ and the Parliament to cenfure. 

But Mr* Steele thinks it highly dangerooa

pleafe : and therefore you, Mr. BailifiT, an

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SiaBy of your brethren in the Bprough as can 
write and read, may publiih Pamphlets, and 
«* lay them before the CJueeii and Maiiftry," to 
ttkcw your utter diflike of all their proceedings; 
and for this reafon, becaufe you '* can certainly

^ nnderllanding, thofe dangers which the Mi-

One thing I am extremely concerned about,^

He 
Mras, for his learning, llnccrity, prudence, and mo- 
deration, in high efleem with the King, and polTeilcd 
a greater fhare of his confidence than any other

•* for ever ;'* (o I do affirm of your Member, 
'< Do Mr. Sfee/e a good turn» and he is your 
enemy for ever." 

I had like to let flip a very trivial matter 
(which I fhould be-forry to have done). In 
reading this Pamphlet, I obferved feveral miC- 
takes, but knew not whether to impute them to 
the Author or Printer; till, turning to the end, 
I found there was only one Erratum, thus fet 
down, P. 45. L. 28. for Admonittont read Ad* 
njirtifement .^^ This (to imitate Mr. Steel^s pro- 
priety of fpeech) is a very old pradlice among 
Kfw writers, to make a wilful mi&ake, and then 
put it down as an Erratum* Th^ word is 
brought-in upon this occaflon, to convince ail 

prelate of his time, except Wolfey, Under Etfiward 
Vl, -he proceeded by gentle fteps to promote the 
Reforaiation ; yet was lo. far tranfported beyood 
his ufual moderation in one inllance, that he per- 
fuaded the king, againfl his inclination, to (ign the 
warrant for burning a woman for herefy. In the 
reign of Mttry, after having been, with the utmoft 
ditEculty, prevailed upon to fign a recantation againft 
his conicience, he was ordered to be burnt by that 
perfidious queen, who could never forgive the part 
which lie adcd in her mother's divorce. He had a 
confidcrable hand in compodng the honiilies of our 
church ; aUnofl all the red ot his writings are on 
tl\e fui)je£l of controverfy. He was burnt March 
zi, 1555-6, ia the 67th year of his age,

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. the world that he was not guilty of ingratitude, 
by reflecting on the Queen when he was adually 
under falary, as the Examiner affirms : he afllires 
you, he ^' had refigned and divelled himfelf of 
•• all, before he would prefume to write any 
** thing which was. To apparently an admo- 
** NiTiON Pto thofeemployed in her Majefly's 
** fervice." In cafe the Examiner ihould find 
fault with this word, he might appeal to the 
£jTatum ; and, having formerly been Gazetteer^ 
he conceived he might very fafely venture to 
advertize. 

You are to underfland, Mr. BailiiF, that, in 
the great Rebellion again ft King Charles I. 
there was a diilindion found out between the 
perfinal and political capacity of the Prince ; by 
the help of which, thofe Rebels profeiTed to 
£ght fur the King^ while the great guns were 
difcharging againlt Charles Stuart, After the 
fame manner, Mr. Steele diftinguifhes between 
the per/onal and political Prerogative. He does

If I am not miftaken, the crown-jewels, cannot 
be alienated by the Prince ; but I always thought 
the Prince could luear them during his reign ; 
elfe they had as good be in the hands of the

ought to qvear the Prerogative ; that it is- her's 
during life; ^nd {he ought to be fu much the 
more careful^ neither to fqjil Dor diminifliit, A^r 
that vtry re^fon, becaufe it is by ^w unalien- 
able. But what niuil we do with this Pre- 
rogative, acicording to the notion of Mr. Steele?

Mr. Steele tells you, ** his Adverfaries are Co 
y unjuft, they will not take the leaft notice of 
** what led him into the neceflity of writing his 
** Letter to the Guardian*'* And how is it 
poffible, any mortal ihould know all his ne* 
ceffitiesf Who can guefs, whether x\ii% necejfjty 
were impofed on him by his fuperhrs^ or by the 
itch of party, or by the meer want of ot)ier 
matter to furnifh out a Guardian f 

But Mr. Steele *^ has had a liberal education, 
** and knows the world as well as the Miniftry 
" does and will therefore fpeak on, whether 
** he offends them or no, and though their 
** deaths be ever fo new ; when he thinks his 
" Queen and Country is (or, as a Grammarian 
** would exprefs it, are) ill- treated,". p. 50. 

It would be good to hear Mr. Steele explain 
llmfelf upon this phrafe of *' knowing the 
** world;" becaufeit is a fcience which maintains 
abundance of pretenders. Every idle young 

G z rake 
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rake, who nnderftands how to pick up a wendty 
or bilk a hackney- coachman, or can call the 
players by their names, and is acquainted with- 
five or flic faces in the chocolate-boufe, will need» 
pafs fot a man that " knows the world*" la the 
like manner Mn Sieiie^ who, from fome few 
fprinklings of rudimenral iiteratttre, proceeded 
a Gentleman of the Horfe-guards, thence by 
feveral degrees to be an Etifign and an Alchemifl, 
where he was wholly converfant with thi: lower 
part of mankind, thinks he **• knows the world^' 
as well as the Prime Minider; and, ujpcn the 
flrength of that knowledge, will ilieeas dire^ 
her Majefty in the weightieil matters of govern- 
ment. 

And no\Vt Mr. Bailiff, give lAe leave to in* 
form you^ that this long Letter of Mr, Stteh^ 
filled with quotations and a clutter about Dutt' 
kirk^ was wholly written for the fake of the fix 
lafl pages, taken up In vindicating himielf di' 
tt&Xy^ ,and vilifying the Queen and Miniftry by 
innuendo's. He apprehends, that ** fome Re-» 
^* prefentations havd been given of him in youf 
'' Town, as, that a man of fo froall a fortune 
*' as i&r mud have fecrec views or fup ports, which 
'^ could move him to leave his employments, 
** Wr.** p. 56. He anfwers, by owning •• he 
^' has indeed very particular views ; for he is 
** animated in his coiidufl by juilice and truth, 
** and benevolence to mankind," p« 57* He 

has 
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has given up his employments, becaufe *' he 
*' values no advantages above the conveniencies 
" of life, but as they tend to the fervice of the 
•• publick." It fecms, he coald not " ferve the 
** publick" as a Peniioner, or Commiflioner of 
Stamp- pa per ; and therefore gave them up to 
fit in Parliament, ** out of charity to his country, 
'* and to contend for liberty," p. ^8.He has 
tranfcribed the common-places of fome cantin? 
moralift Jr contenftu mundi, ^ fi*g^ feruli ; and 
would put them upon you as rules derived from 
his own pradice. 

Here is a moil miraculous and fudden refor- 
mation, which I believe can hardly be matched 
in Hifloiy or Legend. And Mr. /S'W^, not un-« 
aware how flow the world was of belief, has 
thought lit to anticipate all objeflions : he fore- 
fees that ** proftituted pens will entertain a 
'• pretender to fuch reformations with a recital 
'' of his owh faults and infirmities ; but he is 
** prepared for fuch ufage, and gives himfelf up 
'* t<) all namelefs authors, to be treated as they 
** pleafe." p. 59. 

It is certain, Mr. Bailiff, that no man breath- 
ing can pretend to have arrived at fuch a fub- 
lime pitch of virtue as Mr. Steele^ without fome 
trndency in the world to fufpend at leaft their 
belief of the fadt, till time and obfervation fliall 
determine. But, 1 hope, few Writers will be 
kfrofi.iMfe SLS to trouble themfelves with ^* the 
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*' faults and infirmities" of Mr. Suele*s pall life, 
** vtith what he fomewhere elfe calls the fins of 
*' his youth *i," and, in one of his late pa pers, 
confeffes to have been numerous enough. A 
fjiifting fcambling fccne of youth, attended with 
poverty and ill company, may put a man of no 
itl inclinations upon many extravagancies, which» 
as foon as they are left off, are eafily pardoned 
and forgotten. Befides, I think, Popifh Writers 
tell us, that the greateil finners make the greateft 
faints : but fo very quick a fandlification, and 
carried to fo prodigious a height, will be apt 
to rouze the fufpicion of Infidels, efpecially 
ivhen they confider that this pretence of his to 
fo romantic a virtue is only advanced by way 
of folution to that difficult problem, '* Why he 
** has given-up his employments ?" And, ac- 
cording to the new Philofophy, they will en- 
deavour to folve it by fome eaiier and fhorter 
way. For example, the queftion is put, Why 
Mr. Steeli gives up his employment and penlion 
at this juiifturer? I mufl here repeat, with

If incidents fhould arife that ihould place, 
your own fafety, and what ambitious men call 
greatnefs, in a balance againfl the general good j 
our all depends upon your choice under uich a 
temptation. You have my hearty and fervent 
prayers to Heaven, to avert all luch dangers froia 
you. I thank your Lordfliip for the regard and 
diilin6^ion which you have at fundry times ihewa 
mc ; and wiih you, with your country's fafcty, all 
happinefs and profperity. Share, my Lord, youc 
good fortune with whom you will ; while it lafts, 
you will want no friends ; but if any adverfe day 
happens to you, and I live to fee it, )rou will £nd 
I think noyfclf obliged to ]ye your friend and ad- 
vocate. This is talking in a ftrange diale£l from 
a private man to the firll of a nation ; but to 
defire only a little, exalts a man's condit^n to a 
level with thofc who want a great deal. But 
1 beg your Lordlhip*s pardon j and am, with great 
refpcct, my Lord, 
** Your Lordlhip*$ moft obedient,

Bat it may be flill demanded, why he affe^s 
thofe exalted (trains of piety and refignatioo ? 
To this I anfwer, with great probability, that 
he hath refumed his old purfuits after the Phi- 
losopher's- flone, towards which it is held by all 
Adepts for a moil efTential ingredient, thatt 
man mud feek it merely for the glory of God, 
and without the leafl deiire of being rich.

However, Mr. Steele hopes (I beg you, Mr. 
Bailiff, to obferve the confequence) that, not- 
ivithftanding this Pamphlet's reflecting on Tome 
Tories who oppoled the Treaty of Commerce, 
** the Miniilry will fee Dunkirk efFeAually de- 
« molifhed.^' 

Mr. iSieele fays fomething in commendation 
of the Queen ; but ftops (hort, and tells you

Thus he defers his prcd/es^ as he does his debts^ 
after the manner of the Druids, to be paid in 
aooiher world.

' be one of the fublime affairs of her Ma- 
'jefly's government," I think we ought to be 
It cafe; or elie ihe •* takes her minutes" to 
icdepurpofe. No, fays l\\v. Steele^ the Queen 
i a Lady ; and, unlefs a Prince will now and 
iiCii get drunk with his MinilWrs, <* he cau« 
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not learn their intereils ^* or humours/' p. 6i : 
but, this being by^ no means proper for a Lady, 
ihe can know nothing but what they think 6t 
to tell her when they are fober. And therefore 
<* all the Fellow-fabje^s" of thefe Minifters ossft 
watch their motions, and *' be very {blicitoot 
*^ for what pafTes beyond the ordinary rules of 
** government ;" ibid. For, while we arc 
** fooiifhly relying upon her Majeliy's virtues, 
^* thefe Minifters are taking the advantage of 
*' encrcafing the power of France,'* 

There is a very good maxim, I think it is 
neither Whig nor Tory, •« that the Prince can 
'* do no wrong ;*' which I doubt is often ap- 
plied to very ill purpofes. A Monarch of Britmu 
is pleafed to create a do^Len peet^h and to make 
a Peace ; \)oih thefe anions are (for inftance) 
within the undifputed Prerogative of the Crown, 
and are to be reputed, and iuhmicted to» as the 
a^lions of the Prince : but, as a King of Eng- 
land is fuppofed to be guided, in matters of 
fuch importance, by the advice of thofe he 
employs in his councils ; whenever a Parlia- 
ment thinks fit to complain of fuch proceedings 
as a public grievance, then this maxim takes 
place, that the Prince can do no wrong, and the 
advifers are called to account. But fhall this 
empower fuch an individual as Mr. Steeie^ in 
his tatling or pamphleteering capacity, to fix *' the 
** ordinary rules of government i'* or to afiirm 

that 
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that " her Minifters, upon the fecur'ty of her 
*' Majefty's goodnefs, are labouring for the 
" grandeur oi France?" What ordinary rule of 
government is tranfgrefled by the Queen's de- 
laying the demolition of Dunkirk ? or what ad- 
dition is thereby made to the grandeur of France f 
Every Taylor in your corporation is as much 
a Fellow- fubjecl as Mj. Steels: and do you think, 
in your confcience, that every Taylor of Stock- 
bridge is fit to direft her Majefty and her Mi- 
nifters in *' the fublime affairs of her govern- 
" ment?" 

But he perfifts in it^ ** that it is no manner 
*• of diminution of the wifdom of a Prince, 
•* that he is obliged to a6l by the information 
** of others/' The fenfe is admirable ; and the 
interpretation is this, that what a man is forced* 
to ^< is no diminution of his wifdom.'' Bur, 
if he would^ conclude from this fage maxim, 
that bccaufe a Prince •* afts by the information 
" of others,'* therefore thofe adlions may law- 
fully be traduced in print by every Fellow-fub- 
jcft; I hope there is no man in England fo much 
a Whig as to be of his opinion. 

Mr. Steele concludes his Letter to you with a 
ftory about King IFilliam and his French \)o^* 
keeper^ " who gave that Priiice a gun loaden 
*' only with powder, and th^n pretended to, 
•* wonder how his Majefty could mifs his aim : 
** which was no argument againft the King's 
SoppL. 11. [XXVI.] H '• re- 
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*• reputation for fhooting very finely/' This 
he would have you apply, by allowing her 
Majeftv to be a wife Prince, but deceived by 
wicked Counfellors, who are in the intereft of 
France.

hands. 

You may pleafe to obferve, that Mr, Steelt 
calls this Dog-keeper a mnifiety which, with 
humble fubmifhon, is a p^rofs impropriety of 
fpeech. The word is deriyed from the Ztf«f«, 
where it properly fignifies a fer^ant ; but in 
Englijh is never made ufe of otherwife than to 
denominate thofe Who are employed in the fer- 
vice of Church or State : fo that the appel- 
lation, as he diredls it, is no lefs abfurd, than 
it would be for yon, Mr. BailiiF, to fend your 
Apprentice for a pot of ale, and give him the 
tide of your envoy ^^ to call a Petty-conftable a 
magiflrate^ or the common Hangman a mimftet

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this word Iq reading the paragraph, a gentle-

pitied even thofe countries which fufFered by the 
power of her vidlotious arms.

. . brand 
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brand her government with any inflance of fe- 
Ferity, that perhaps it roay be more juilly cen- 
fured for ezcefs of clemency : a clemency, the 
continaaDce whereof had once brought her into 
the utmoft diftrefs, till that tender regard, which 
ihe had always ihown for (he liberties of her 
fubjedls, taaght them in return to flruggle as 
hard for the liberty of their ibvereign ; even 
for that common right of all mankind, the liberty 
of chuling her own (enrants.

You cannot but have heard, that, when 
ihe came to the crown, (he found a dangerous 
war prepared for her, in which it pleafcd God 
to blefs her with une\pe6led fuccefs.

As for her own ezpeooes, I 
wifh they had reached as far as the neceflariet 
and conveniences of life'; which,* fome cas 
tellif/, fhe has often denied herfelf, that flie 
might have to give to thofe who were in want* 
If ever her liberality exceeded its jaft boBodiy 
it was to a fett of men who woold now ofe 
the riches they enjoy by her bounty, to infolt 
her. Devotion and bufinefe were all the plea^ 
fures of her life : when ihe had any relaxation 
from the latter, it was only by ibme painful 
attack of the gout. The cares of government^ 
no doubt, had prejudiced her conflitution : but 
monfters fure are they, that can rejoice for the 
lofs of a life worn out in their own fervice. I 
hope you will have the goodnefs to believe there 
are but few of us who deferve this infamous 
character. The bulk of her fubjedls, and many 
good Chriilians befides in other parts of the 
world, are, no doubt, daily offering up their 
ardent prayers and vows for the prefervation 
of fo precious a life. 

For. From what you have faid, I readily con^ 
demn the unfeafonable joy of thofe Gentlemen : 
but mankind are governed by their interefb. 
You Rnglijhmen feldom difguife your paflions. 
A monarch may have a tboufand good qualities ; 
but particular men, who do not feel the benign 

influence

ij^fiuence of .them, may be tempted, perhaps^ 
to wifh for a change. 

Gent. Give me leave to whifpei: you : That 
man of qoality, whom you fee in fuch an ex* 
tacy» enjoys by heir maje(ly*s bounty one of the 
snoft advantageous places of the kingdom. — > 
That other gentleman's coach, that flands there 
«t the doOr, was bought with hei* Majefty'3 
money. -** The laced coat, the hat and feather, 
tbac officer wears, were purchafed with he^ 
pay ; and you fee her arms on his gorget, »^ 
This noble perfon's i-elattons have been brought 
from the lowed degree of gentlemen, and fur*" 
felted with riches aod honours, by her Majelly t 
Co that fhe may truly complain, *'* She has 
** oOurilhed and brought-up children, but they 
** have rebelled againft her.'* 

Far, Truly, Sir, I am amazed at what you 
{ay ; and yet there appears (b much candour and 
confidence in your ailertions, that I can hardly 
fufpecl the truth of them^ I have travelled 
through many a defolate country, and heard the 

f roans of many an afflidled people, who would 
ave thought themfelves blell, if the united 
virtues of this lady had been parceled out 
among all their governors. Thofe virtues of 
Princes that moft dazzle the eyes of mankind, 
are often dearly paid-for by their people, who 
are forced to purchafe them a place in the 
annals of Fame at the dear price of their blood 

and 
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and treafare : and I believe they wonld feldom 
fihd fault with them for being peaceably in- 
clined. I am a ftranger ; and, in fach a dif- 
ordcrljr night as this, may meet with fomc 
affront: fo muft bid you farewell ; hoping yott 
will find this melancholy news contradicted. 

T may appeal to any impar^al reader, whether 
there is any thing forced or unnatural in this 
dialogue, and then defire hiih to pafs his judge- 
ment upon the proceedings of thofe who re- 
joiced at her death. But to return to my ca- 
quiry. 

The circuroftances of Queen E/izaieih much 
refemble thofe of her prefent Majeftyj with 
this difference ; that Queen Elizabefb was forced 
upon many great and remarkable pieces of fe- 
verity, from which it has pleafed God to free 
her prefent Majefty; I hope, as a particular 
blefling upon her reign, and indulgence to her 
meiciful temper. Though there were many 
fa6lions at that time, both of the Papids and 
Puritans, to neither of which (he gave much 
quarter, fo that her very life was often con- 
fpired againft by many fltts of villains amongft 
the Papiiis ; though fhe had no potlerity to re- 
venge her quarrels, but, on tHe contrary, her 
miniltry had moft reafon to be afraid of the 
vengeance of the ^fuccefTor ; yet fhe Carried the 
refped and duty of her fubjedls with her evea 

to 
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to the grave. By the wife and clofe ms'iap-mcnt 
of her Miniftry, her being ficlc of tlic fmall- 
pox at Humptn teuTt wa> ccincealcd from the 
people till Ihe was almojl well. Had ihcy 
knowo it, it would have bten the conl^ant 
fubieft of thtir devoiions, as every little dif- 
order of hers was. Whether from the feai of 
punifhment, a regard to decency, love to their 
country, or the fenfe of their duly and alle- 
Eiauce, which were not extinguifhi^d in thole 
days ; none of ihofe moltitudes, which had 
faffbred gteat hardfliips, durtl mutter, or ever 
dreamed of Ihewin^ the leaft maiicc or irfo- 
lence to her, even in her old age, and the very 
laft fcene of her life : and yet flic was a true 
friend to pe^e, it being her con<!ant ma^^im, 
" That it was more glorious to prevent a war 
" by wifdom, than to finiflj it by viflories." 
When fhe had a mind to breuk-off in ^he middle 
of a fnccefsful war, in which Ihe was engaged 
ag^fi a more formidable power, and a more 
bopefnl candidate for univerfal monarchy, than 
any that has fince 'appeared ; a war that was 
managed without the help of deHruflive funds, 
and large iffues of Englip treafores to foreign 
Sites ; a war that was ciirried-oii with the proper 
force of the nation, -vix.. their fleets, and rather 
icrved to bring~in great quantities of bullion, 
than to carry it out: I fay, when fhe had a 
aiod to make peace, I do not hear that every 
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little retailer of politicks prefumed to tell hefi 
that it was not yet time to lay down her arms ; 
that Spain was not yet fufficiently reduced; 
that the balance of Eurofi was not perfectly 
fettled, indeed) her Captain-general for that 
war feemed to reafon at the council-board with 
too much warmth for the continuance of it ; 
but I do not hear that her Lord Treafurer was 
difgraced for adyertizing him at that time« 
** that the blood- thirlly man ihould not live 
*' half his days:" a prophecy but too truly 
verified. When (he refolved to bring-down the 
haughty fpirit of that great man, I do not read 
that many people foothed him in his ambitious 
projeds ; except his flatterers, JBluni and Ctjffi^ 
to whom he fpoke thefe remarkable words upon 
the fcafibld, ^* Afk pardon of God and tht 
** Queen ; for you were the perfons that chiefly 
<< provoked me to this difloyalty/' And happy 
had it been for him, had he hearkened to the 
Lord Keeper, who advifed him to fubmit to the 
Queen his Sovereign, and to remember that 
paflage of Seneca: '^ If the law punifli one 
*^ who is guilty, he muft fubmit to juflice; 
<^ if one who is innocent, he mufl fubmit to 
** fortune.'* 

I do not find one fingle addrefs from either 
Houfe of Parliament, adviiing Queen Elizabeth 
to veil her Captain-general in The Low Countries 
with more power* On the contrary, it is re- 
corded

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corded to her lading honour. That fhe wrote 
to liixDs " to allay his afpirings ; that Ihe 
'* admired how a man whom fhe had railed out 
*< of the duft ihould (o contemptuouily violate 
•« her commands ;" defiring TJbe States to divcft 
him of that abfolure authority, to which ihe had 
let iuch bounds as he (hould not pafs. 

When this prudent Queen had demanded 

and obtained from the Dutch the town of 

Flmjbing^ CaHle of Ranukinu And the lile of 

JBriil% to be furrendered to her, as cautionary 

for I'e-payment of the fums ihe might expend 

in their fervice ; I do not find any Rn^UJhmikn 

at that time pleading the caufe of the DiftreiTed 

Provinces (which then indeed was allowed to 

he a proper flyle)) complaining of the narrow*' 

ne(s of their frontier, ^nd remonilrating againil 

this as a hard bargain : nor do I remember that 

her Sacceflbr was thanked by the nation fof 

giving-up thofe cautionary towns^ which ihe 

thoBght as fafe in her own hands as in thofe 

of th? beii of her Allies \ 

This e^Qcellent Qiieen was fometimes, indeed^ 
attacked with paoiphlets ; particularly by one^ 
iaiitulcd, ** The Gulph wherein England will 
•• be fwallowed by the Frtncb marriage :'* for

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which, Stubs *» and Page (the one the Audior, 
the other ihe Difperier) loft each their right 
hand. And, to (hew that men in thofe days had 
both a fenfe of their duty and their guilt ; when 
Stubs had his right hand cut off, he immediately 
tincovered his head with the other, and cryed, 
** God fave the Queen!" I never read that, 
during the time of the execution, they were 
protected by a mob of Chimney-fweepers hired 
by their partifans. 

What caufe ihall we then affign of thi^ to- 
multuous and exceiEve joy of the party ; their 
induftry to fpread, and their eagernefs to believe, 
what they fo much wiftied ? Were all the glories 
and bleffings of Queen Jnne's reign fo foon to 
be forgotten ? Were their proteftations of loyalty 
and a^eflion nothing elfe bcft petitions for pre- 
ferment ? or did they proceed only from the fear 
of Nenvgate and Tyburn ? Might not all her cares 
and labours, that (in her circamllances) could

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have no Qtber end but the welfare of her pepple, 
liave deferved one pitying tear ? Could not even 
(allowing their own fuppoiltion) her miftaking 
2eal for reftoring the peace and commerce of 
her fubjefts, her tendernefs to their exhaulied 
purfes, and her care to tranfmit their liberties 
fafe to pofterityi plead for ©ne relenting thought? 
Might not fome regard have been paid to her 
per fonal virtues, and to the rare example (he 
has left behind her of the conftant prai^tice of 
all Chriiiiao duties amidfl the grandeur and 
temptations of a court? No! All thefe things, 
it feeras, were to be the fybje£l of mirrh, 'ridi- 
cule, and of the fongs of di-unkards ; and the 
death of the noble, the pious, the fortunate 
Qneen /^ae, our countrywoman, flelh of our 
ileih, and bone of our bone, was to be cele- 
brated as a feftival of joy ! 

And is the death then of this excellent Prin- 
cefs become fo abfolutely necefTary at this time 
for the welfare of her people ? I fliould rather 
imagine, even allowing their fears and jcaloufies 
toJbe woll founded, that fome degrees of pru- 
dence, temper, and tendernefs for their fellow- 
-iubjefls, might induce them to reafon after the 
following manner : 

•* I hat it is good to put an evil day far ofF ; 
•* that none can be more terrible than that 
** wbich brings confufion, diforder, and perhaps 
** a civ:il war^ that FrovidenwC may find a way 
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<< to difappoiQt our fears. It is poflibletlie fplril 
*' of fa£lion may abate, and that even thi 
<< formidable enemies of the fucceffion ma] 
^' vanilhy or return to a (enfe of their doty w 
" danger: thsit Fran^i may fail under thego- 
*< vernment of a minor, and have buiinefrj 
** enough at home : nay, it is poffible, the 
** Pretender himfelf may die before her prcf^pnt 
^< Majcily ; andy conddering the cbaogcabl^ 
** condition of Britijh affairs, it is not im*! 
♦' probable that the Whigs may recover theif^ 
*« credit both at court and in the cocintry, and 
« then to be fure all things muH go well. Nay, 
^< who can tell but that the fucceiTors .ro^y 
f < think it their intereft to be Kings of Brittuny ' 
*« rather than Kings of the Whigs.*' All or | 
any one of thofe things are fully as probab^ 
^s that che Queen, Lords and Commons, fhould 
agree to alcef the prefent edabliihment ; and 
much more fo than that her prefeat Majetty 
(bould cUveft herfclf of her crown and dignity 
in favour of a Popifh fucceifor. Let her live 
then; and let us lUll hope, that Provi4ence, 
which has honoured her to be the indrument 
pf great blefiings as well to Europe as her own 
people, may continue to do fo (lill. How iharC 
and obfcure are the views of mankind^ wHco 
they look into futurity ! We are at lead as ofiea 
obliged to Providence for denying, as for grant- 
ing, what we molt carncllly rfclire. 0«c of rc- 

I fpca 
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fpeQ to my country, I would fain believe the 
number of fuch mifcreants to be but few. What 
.would all the reft of the world think of us elfe? 
Would not they look upon us as the moft un- 
grateful, fadlious, £ck]e racfe of mortals under 
the fan ? Hiftqries are full of the difmal effects 
of the Government of tyrannical Princes, and 
of their fatal ends; and they are jullly fet-up 
as beacons to warn others of the fame rank 
from the rocks and ihelves whereon they hav^ 
fplit. But are there to memoirs of the un- 
dotifulnefs of fubjeQs, and the fatal confe- 
. quences of their 'fadious and ungovernable 
tempers ? I am afraid, the general current of 
hiilory will inform us, thsit tyrannical princes 
have been more pundually obeyed than the 
good and the merciful. Princes read hiftory, as 
weir as Subjects. They are quick-lighted enough 
to make inferences to jullify. what they are but 
too nnjch inclined to, the undue exercife of 
their power. •* Is it not plain," fay they, 
<* that Monarchs too often {\iffer by their in- 
*' dulgence ? that the rigorous exercife of powet 
*^ is the only foundation of obedience ? To 
<^ what purpofe then is it to court the fallaciQus 
** breath 01 the changeable multitude ?'' I am 
afraid 100 many of themreafon after this man- 
ner ; and that the tyranny of bad princes is 
often founded upon the mifbehaviour of fubje^ls 
|o good onei. Let fuch, therefore, confider 

what 
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what mifery their fadious and difbbedient tem- 
per may bring upon their pofterity, not only 
from tne diredl influence and tendency of it, 
but alfo by the appointment of Divine Pro-. 
vidence. 

For fhamc, then, let us not Verify the dc- 
fcription which the AmbafTador made of us -, 
who, being defired by his Mailer to give a cha- 
radcr of the Englijh nation, as a fall anfwer to 
his demand, prefented him with a medal ; on 
the one fide of Which the Rngltjh Monarch was 
pidlured as a JLion, and all his people al^out him 
like Lambs ; and, on the reverie, the Monarch 
like a Lamb, and all the People like Lions <^. 

Let us proceed now to guefs at the fource of 
this. Linfeafonable exultation. I begin with the 
ccimmon cant of the whole party, the fear of a 
Popilh Succeflbr and Popery. The lofs of the 
duke of Glouceftcr^ and the want of hopes of 
pofterity from her prefect Majefty, are misfor- 
tunes never enough to be lamented : hut is it 
not a very ungenerous way of proceeding, in- 
ftead of comforting and fupporting their Prince 
under this calamity, to infult and defpife her for 
it? to multiply their aflronts and indignities, 
becaule fhe wants pofterity, who might pof&bly 
revenge them? May fuch ignoble and bafe

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fentiments be far from ,thc thoughts of tyery 
true-hearted Briton ! and may He, who has com- 
manded us '* ]\ot to add afHidion to the af- . 
** fliftcd,'* never avenge fuch inhuman and un- 
jull dealings! But flill I am. to feek how the 
fear of a Popiih SucceiTor fhould operate in joy 
for the death of a Protcftant FoiTeflbr I This ap- 
pears no lefs unaccountable than other parts of 
their fyllem of politicoes \ a fhort view of which 
feems to be this : 

That the Proteflant Succcflion is in the utmoft 
danger. 

That, in order to ftrengthen it, a bad undcr- 
ftanding muft be kept-up between theSucceflbr 
and her prefent Majefty, the Miniftry, and all 
who are veded with power and authority in the 
nation. 

For this end, the Succeflbr mad be perfuaded 
that thofe are his mortal enemies; and the Mi- 
niflry, on the other hand, mud be told^ that he 
is coming to hang them all up. 

That they hope the Miniftry are firm friends 
to the Pretender; that they ought to be fo, 
having no other game to play ; and that they 
fhould be forry to find them otherwife inclined. 
That, at this moment, the Queen is expiring ; 
and the guards gone down as far as Do'ver to 
meet the Pretender. Now rejoice, all true- 
hearted Whigs, at the happy profpedb of tl e 

I . glorious 
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glorious fcene that dirclofes itfelf for Gre^ 
Britain ! 

From thefe premises, I think, it will be very 
hard for the mod fagacioas man alive to infer, 
which of three things is mod in favour with 
thefe Gentlemen who are fo tranfported ; visa* 
whether the Proteftant Succeffor, the Pretender, 
or Confafion ? I think (o far is plain, that 
either their fufpicion of the danger o^ the Pro- 
teftant Succe^ion is counterfeit, or that they 
^re for one of. the other two. And indeed what 
can one gather from their mad and extra- 
vagant dilcourfe, but that it is all grimace? 
•• Popery is breaking-in like a torrent. Maf| 
i^ will be quickly faid in Churches. Clergy- 
i^ men's wives are taking their lad leave of 
V their hi^ands, &c.'? Good God ! that evjpr 
I fiiQuld live to fee the Protedant caufe a(ban* 
^oned by a Queen (who hath facrificed for th^ 
fake Qf it what was perhaps dearer than her 
life), by the nobility, clergy, and gentry, of the 
pation; and the fole defence of it left to Ridpath^ 
Dick Steele^ and their .afTociates, with the Apodlcs 
of Toung Man 5 CofFee-houfe ! Before 1 leave 
this head, I would defire thefe Gentlemen, who 
are condantly making fuch malicious infinu- 
ations againd men of honour and probity, to 
femembcr, the oath of abjuration (what they 
(b often ^uote, and what every honed man wiii 

keep) 
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Iketfp) contains faith and true allegiance to their 
fireiettt Sovereign, ih as ftrong teims as the 
Enunciation of the Pretender ; and that he. 
Who violatlet the firft part of the oath, gives 
bat n fmali fecnrit/ Bta his obfenration of the 
ktttr, itnlefii they think that which Was laft 
{wallowed innft be always uppermofi. 

Another canfe of their Joy upon the fyrtsiditig 
fnf tiih Alfe news is, theiir difcontent at th6 
F^ace, And in this indeed the Queen has reafon 
to tejoice« that (he hath no enemies but'fuch as 
ate enemies to peace, fiut is not tlie hopes of 
ii new war, an admirable fu^e)& for joy, a moil 
imdearing token of their love to the SucceiTor, 
^d one of their new methods of keepihg-up his 
inteirefl, to repitfent him to the people as bring- 
ing over war in his tniin ? It is foreign to my 
pment purpofe to enter into a full Sifcuifion of 
Uiit fubfedt : but the quarreling with the peace> 
becnufe it is not exa£Uy to our mind, feemi^ 
to if one that had put out a great fire fhould be 
ifaed by the neighbourhood iol* fome loft goods, 
tnr dalnaged honfes ; which happened, fay they» 
W hit making too much hafte. JLet me advife 
wm in general, not to difrelifli bleffings be- 
biofe dxty may want Ibme ingredients, which 
^kdr extravagant and fickly appetites feem to 
lenuiBd ; to leave fome part of the.govemment 
nf the world to its Maker, and not to believe 
'tmit ht is confined to the narrow maxims of 

I a t^Ntx^ 
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every whlmiical politician ; not to think it im- 
poflible, that the fame powers that have reftored 
the balance of Europe^ in oppotition to fo great 
a force, are able to preferve it; and that we 
have no reafon to be in fuch mighty dread of 
a nation now impoverifhed and difpirited (and 
probably in the eve of a long minority, with 
all the confufion that attends it^, whom we have 
humbled in all its pomp and glory. 

May I prefame to defcend from thofe high 
topicks, and to fuppofe that the fublime and 
public fpirits of thefe patriots may have a little 
alloy of a bafer paflion ; and that felf-interefl 
had fome (hare in this extraordinary felHval? 
Far be it from me to deny them the due ufe of 
fo humane a pafCon ! Let the hopes of feeing 
better days produce a fecret fatisfa£lion : but 
may they not be fo afFedled, without being 
brutal and barbarous? They might have en- 
joyed the pleafant profpeft of the approaching 
favours of the new Monarch, without infult- 
ing the afhes of the dead. May that reign be 
glorious and happy ! But I fhall always believe, 
that infulting the memory of her prefentMajefty 
will be underflood as an ill compliment to her 
SuccefFor. The fatal event of her death, it is 
true, puts an end to their allegiance ; but not 
to the obligations to decency and gratitude. I 
have heard that allegiance and protedliun are 
reciprocal ; but never that allegiance and pre- 
ferment 
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ferinent were To. If this principle be admitted, 
we need go no farther for the lili of her Ma* 
jefty't good fubjedts than Cbambirlajne^s *' Pre- 
fent State of Britain" But even in this par- 
ticular the rejoicing party' have of all mankind 
the leaft reaibn to complain ; whofe prefent 
iniblence and pride are the creatures of her 
lfaje%*a. bounty and indulgence ; who have no 
cither grievance, that I know of, than, when 
they have ** taken our ^loak^ that we will not 
^* give them our coat alfo.*' And even under 
,|his Miniftfy, the oppbfite party, who are fo bud 
an thdr complaints and revilings againft it, may 
appear, upon a right computation^ to have their 
^QOta of all the offices of the kingdom. Let 
;them for once- ih^w their modeily, and not 
grudge the nation the little that is left : and 
.fince.fhfy have fo great a Ihare in poffeffiun, and 
^iak themfelves fure of all in reveriion, iufFer 
the poor Tories to hold theif part during the 
period of the Queen's life. 
• There remains dill another caufe, which! 
am afraid operates as (Wrongly as any of tho(e 
: already mentioned: it is a common obfer- 
vation,. that the offended' party often forgives'; 
'hat the offending party feldom. It is oneof the 
-opBtup't £entimcnts of the heart of man, to hate 
"•Mie Uie more for having ufed them ill; and 
to. 'wiflt thofe oat of the way, who, we believe, 
#1^1 in joitice to reyeogb thie injuries we have 
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doD« them. I leave the application to theih^ 
felves.

THE RIGHT OF PRECEDENCE 

BETWEEN 

PHYSICIANS AND CIVILIANS. 



I Have waited hitherto^ with no little imfa" 
tience^ to fee fome good effed of that de- 
bate, which I thought was happily flarced at a 
lati meeting of our Univerfity S upon the fub- 
jcft of Precedence between Profeflbrs of Law 
and Phyfick. And, though I cannot join in 
opinion with the worthy Gentleman who Jirfl 
moved in it, I mud needs fay the motion was 
feafonable, and well became him: for, befidcs 
that he intended an honcur to a Faculty he was 
promoted above **, and was io /elf-denying as to 
waive all debates of that nature as long as he 
was a party concerned in the motion^ he did what 
in him lay to put an end, by authority^ to a 
point in controverfy, which had long divided 
the Gentlemen of thofe two Faculties ; and 
I am very much miflaken if the fame perfon

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does not hereafter prove as much a friend to 
piety and learning in his other dejigns^ as he has 
been already in this^ to the peace and agree- 
ment qI learned men. 

But, to my great difappointmenty little more 
has been faid upon the fubjeSiy iince the firil de- 
bate^ than what has been argued in prinfate^ 
more for the entertainment of Jtn^ Gentle- 
men, than the ufe and information of mankind, 
I have heard that the matter is brought to a 
compromi/e^ and profefTors in both faculues have 
agreed to yield precedence to one another, accor- 
ding to their ftanding and the date of theii 
commencement. 

But this to me appears no /atisfaSory way 
csji deciding a point of {uch importance. And, to 
fpeak freely, it is but drawing a Ikin over a 
wound, and giving it si/ace of foundnefs, when 
there lies filth and purulence ivithin, which will 
another time break-out with more pain and greater 
danoer. 

The time is approaching, when it will be 
proper once more to bring this affair upon the 
carpet I and I am humbly of opinion, that the 
point is of fuch conjequence^ that it ought not to 
fuhfje^ as it has done of late ; it fhould neither 
reji upon that flight haffle it received at its firfi 
appearance in publick, nor be hujhed'^up in 
fjlcnce, under the pretence of zxxy pri<vate ac- 
commodation, which the parties concerned have 

fince 
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^ticecomc to, for 'the fake of cMlity ^nd good* 
manners in company. 

' I am one ef choie who lov6 peace upon a good 
foundation ; 'and tlo, for that reafon, no lefs ad- 
mire truth, upoh which alone ^lofting peace can 
\iQ founded. And, as I am qualified id introduce 
this matter at the next meeting of jour Univer- 
£cy, and fully determlnid to dt> K), I thought it 
rrtf/vW/r to give this friendly »0//c^ to ^i/ parties, 
that they fbudy the foint^ and make themfelves 
maders of it, and give it fo thorough a catn 
raffing in what manner they think fit, as to 
leave no room for exception and lorangling when 
the queltion comes to be Jolemnhf debated in that 
ajfemhlym 

But, before I come to the mirits of the caufe 
itielf, you mad' give me leave to make one ob'* 
firoasion in the way concerning the importance 
of Precedence in general % which may prove of 
fingular iXfe* to mankind, who are for the molb 
part unappri/id of it. 

As t (emember» there fell a very rafh ex- 
preflion froma certain gentleman (with whom 
it is not ufual to be To unguarded) who ap- 
peared an ^advocate for Phyficians, when the 
motion was firft made to thru ft them from their 
place. He was (leafed to call it a womanifi 
debate^ if I took him right ; but, as much a 
friend as I am to his perfon and cau/e^ I will 
not follow him in that opinion ; and will farther 

K 2 fay 
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fay, the expreilion was mean, and beneath the 
dignity of bis cbaraSier. There is an unkind re- 
iledtlon couched in it upon a^jr» by which much 
of (he dectncies of life and littie morals are fupr 
ported : and it does not agree with that tafte of 
gallantry which he is tbcught to have, and is 
very coniiHent with his profejpon ; and is eve^ 
ungratifut in a man of that ^culty^ which is 
more in favour with the Ladies than any other 
except Divinity. 

But, not to infill upoi} this, I cannot think, as 
that exprefiion implies^ that the matter is at all 
hentatb the confideration of i\it grtaieft and moft 
/earned of mtn. On the contrary, i think the 
quedion was well moved; and, iince it has 
been moved, every one fhould endeavour to fini 
on which fide of the argument the advantage 
lies ; and I wonder that in this internal oi parr 
liument and bufintjs (the ufual 'vacation of this 
kingdom) fomething has not been offered be- 
fore this time for the quieting men's minds. jCt 
is a difference amongft his Majcfty's fubjefls, 
which it becomes every beating fpirit to compYf^ 
and is a duty both of Religion and Loyalty. 

1 would afk, is Precedence, or diiUndion of 
place, of no moment amongft men? Arc tAJomen 
only concerned in it ? Does Jociety owe nothing 
of cowvenicncy to it? Is it indifferent^ whethei a 
man fits at a Lady^r clbbwi or her pertCbapr 
laifi'j ? near a Joup at the bead of the table, c^ 

bee/ 
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letf at the httom? Is there no advantage in 
the firfl plate, or the earliefl compliment of th6 
giajs^ or the refpeft of ^waiters, 6t in ruling the' 
tooks at a quarter- {cffions, and being honoured 
with the eujhlon in the face of one's country ? 
Ii9 it of no confequence to be in the eye of the 
©Overnment ? and does not Precedence con-' 
tribute to that at a 7bol/el^ Entertainment? 
What are Academical degrees fo dearly /«r- 
€fjafed for, but Place? and can a Profcflbr an- 
IWer it to his trufl or interefty to difparagc Pre- 
cedence? For what other reafon in nature, but 
pKcoedence, did ^ great man of my acquaint ana 
lately become- a doubU grand^ctmpounder for his 
decree ; and another, undeceive mankind, or 
ratner deceive women, and fulFer himfelf to be 
pronounced a nHnerabU man in fpite^of \i\%youth* 
Jed iMksf Shall not the folemn Doftor -- — in 
his chariot take place of plain Mr. — — — in his ; 
and have the heels of him in preferment, accor- 
ding to the ftart he has in Precedence ? . 

Give me leave to fay, tl^at the notion of the 
imfignificancy of Place has been of infinite pre'- 
judics to many nverthy men, and of as ereat ad^ 
wantage to others, who YiZMtj after thougnts of it. 
While dignity iinks with its own weight, the 
Jcum of mankind will naturally rife above it.

K 3 I h&ve 
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I have a pious concern upon rae for all the 
important mifiakes of mankind, and this among 
the rell ; as to which, I have obferved Jlromg 
prejudice runs counter to the nature of things 
and the principles of truth and rea/on. Sure I 
am, Nature dire&s every ptrfon and thing to 
maintain its iicuation, or rather not fo much 
to keep its own Place, as to a/j^in and di/plaa 
others. And the rea(bn is plain, becaafe that 
is a tendency to the uppermoft point, and an ap- 
proach to perfe^ion; and therefore, contrary 
to common opinions, I have ever thought there 
is piety in pride and ambition, alid that it is 
mirtue to be emulous and afpiring. And when 
I hear, as in my time I have ma«y, conceited A^* 
clamations ag^nfl pride^ I fufpe^ it is with the 
deiign of 2l monopoly t and to engro/s it; as I have 
known an ingenious fchool-boy fpit in his 
mefs of porridge, not to abufe the good creature, 
hut to fecure it all to him/elf^. What is that 
dominion fo early given to mankind, but fupe* 
riority of ptnuer and place P and then to a6t up 
to it, is not ivomaftfjh, but manly. And* if that 
was a precept, I will take upon me to fay, there

And Society has fo great coniideration of 
place, that we find Wife provifions made for the 
regulating of it, and for fettling the due pre- 
gminence of all degrees of men, and an oiHce of 
Heraldry for that purpofe, which may be found 
in almofi every iou/e of auality, I codld go 
farther than this, bat for this realbn, that it is 
out of my wzy, and none of my buiinefs, to 
determine the force of great examples, and make 
conclufions upon Scripture; and perhaps my 
friend's h^ apology is, that the Bible is out of 
the roati of his profeffion and fludy : but I will 
<fay thus much, that as I have obferved Divines 
to be ib far fcriptural in their carriage, as to 
take <* the right hand of fellowfhip" on all oc- 
cafions, and carry their difputes about place 
as high as any other fort of men ; fo their 
fraBice (fuch is my deference) is to me the beft 

fli^s upon eluty, and my convidlion, and fhould 
»e bis. And this plainly determines the point 
againil him, and mews the importance of Pre- 
cedence ; and then it will follow in logic ^ that, 
if taking place be matter of moment, to difpute

And, this allowed, I am inclined to believe, 
chat, upon this religious principle, all our late 
promotions of nobility have proceeded \ and 
that fo many gentlemen have procured them- 

K 4 felves 
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elves titles^ not, as fome have injwrioujly thought, 
^hat they might take place of their betters^ but 
out of a fenfe of duty ; and ^\i\\Qjome (alas ! too 
many) ignorantly defptj'e them for their worthlels 
ambition, I regard them with another eye, and 
bnour them for their pitty^ and courage^ and con* 
/ciencet and even condifcenfion in being made 
great : and do from my heart pity fuch as cannot 
be greater i without being k/s. Indeed the roll 
of our Nobility is at prcfent veiy *vo/umttous ; 
but no matter for that. If there were more oJF 
thiem, fuch is the dudility of my refpedls, I 
could, with a fmaUer quantity of elleem, do 
honour to them edU I make the fame account 
of Nobility of all dates, as I do of Books ; 
1 value the old as ufuaUy more exa3>, and gtuuine^ 
and ujeful^ though commonly uMUtund, and 
often loofi in the bindings ; and I value the rnw^ 
becaufe ■ but the notion is eb^iouSf and I 
leave my reader to purfue it. I was led -into this 
comparifon from the curio/a felicitas of thofe^ 
whofe way it is to paftt their arms and titUs of

for the ProfeiTor's mifbehaviour), and do wilh 
them p£r/£*verance and Juccefs in all their laa- 
dable attempts of that nature. Let them en* 
joy the njiaH and the right hand of us from thit 
'4ay forward ; not in coniideration of their vaeak" 
nefs^ or out of our cmrtefy^ but in their own 
fighu ^3 patriots^ and ilout deftnderi of the. pxi- 
yileges of their onan and our fex.

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Upon which obfervation, if it be true, as I 
fear it is, I have reafon to apprehend fome

KvineyD. D. Jj^aH gratia, who has of many 
yean pa^ to my knowledge, in miftake of her 
holband's right, taken place at table of a cer«

I generally dx a fort ^i firji me- 
ridian in my thoughts before I lit down ; and, 
in (lead of obferving privately, as the way is, 
whom in company 1 may fit ahove^ in point 
of llrth^ Agi^ fortune^ Or fiation ; I confider only 
the fituation of the table by the points in the 
compafs, and the nearer I can get to the £a(l 
(which is a point of honour for many reafons ;

Does not the ilomach 
ak)ne carry all debates in both houfes, and fup* 
port parties, and make court-parafites lo/e their 
dinners fomet'tmes^ that they and theirs may 
dine the better all their lt*ves after? Do not we 
ufe to fay a man of honour fiomacbs an indig- 
nity ? Is not Englijh feeding the foundation of 
Englijh bravery ; and good claret, oi JUrte and 
French fprightlinefs? 

In fhort, courage^ honour^ nnit^ and fenfe^ and 
all arts and fciences, take their rife here ; and 
this an Ancient has obferved, '* Magifter artis 
" ingeniique largitor venter:" which if it be 
true, I will take upon me to declare our vulgar 
faying, ** that men have guts in their brains," 
is a vulgar error, and (hould be refiified, and 
that rather their brains are in their guts ; and 
when we fee fome men lefs cou/ageous, witty. 
Or learned, than others, we fhould pity dieir bad 
flomachs, or indigedion, rather than ^heir in* 
capacity or indifpoiition of brain : I am fo fen- 
fible of this, that I have of many years difufed, 
a% an abfurdity, that faying to a fimple fellow 
— i " God help your headl" but I wifli him, 

with 
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wkh more propriety, a good ftomach, or a better 
dinner. 

looold here cbimco-mtcbameatty refo*lve men's 
piru into their feeding, and fhew what fort of hu« 
momn and genius muft neceflarily proceed from 
particular forts of meats, and explain a great deal 
nf the heathen mythology by it ; but tiiis I referve 
ibr n treatife by itfeif. Yet this I will fay, that

Mive the trueft tafti of honour of all others. 
I have obferved thefe fort of people have gene- 
fdl^ a great propensity to roaft-beef ; and it will 
ha mnted^ that to fit even at the foot of the 
tabk next a -far-iom, which is a difii of dignity. 
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and of old hereditary knighthood, is, in (Irid^' 
nefs of Heraldr/t more honourable than a place 
next the biggeft plain country^^fqaire at the 
upper end ; and I have often chofen it. 

fiut to return from this ufeful digreffion : 
The noble per(bna£e afore-mentioned, who 
honoured me with his fentiments upon this 
abftruft poinf^y muft be allowed to have as good 
a heal memory as any Lord in the kingdom* and 
has never been known once to mlftakt^ or 
forgetf or ncede from^ that place of diflindion 
which is due to him* He could fettle the forms 
of a royal intirmiut^ and adjuft the ceremonies of 
a coroMoiiMf if occafion. were ; and I muft add^ 
but that he has more honour |han to be officious^ 
he could have determined that late controverted 
point of an Engiijh Btihop's place g amongft 
ours, and had laved the Houfe, had he been 
called upon, the trouhlo and delays of referring 
to Engiijh Precedents. 

I fay, his Lordihip (who is expert in Heraldry; 
and as communicative of that ufeful know- 
ledge as becomes noble fpirits) has aiTured me, 
tKerc is no notice taken in that fcience of any 
dilHndlion of place for learned Faculties : and 
for mechanical ones, fuch as appear on collar'

Ximve now before me a table of Precedence, 
giseen me by the fame noble hand, reaching 
4oiin. from- a Prince of the Blood to a Country 
Saifire, and regarding t^tty tranch of their fa« 
flidiea-iii the w/ffai/^maBner ; which I referve 
fer my own ofe, and am envioMs enough to deny 
St fb tae world i and the rather, tliat it is to be 
Sauad in Mackaade and Gnvt/Um^ and may be 
had for half a crown in the office. 

The cafe being {ot there can be no other way, 
as I conceive, of deciding^ a qneftion of Prece- 
deiiey between the two racuities of Law and 
Fhyfickf but by enquiring into their antiquity 
and i^gnity ; and wnichfoever of them fliall ap« 
{year to be moft ancient and moil ufeful to the 
world, I prefume the world will, in joilice, 
think £t to have the greater honour for, and 
gite the Precedence to. 

I take it for granted, that priority of time, 
tUttms faribusy gives a preference of Place ; and 
this. naturally, or by common confent; for that 
Icake to be the meaning oi nature in moil cafes,

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wix. what is found reafonable in itfelf, and has 
been always agreed to by mankind, and is con* 
firmed by conftant and uninterrupted pradice ; 
and this I defire fome young Preachers to take 
good notice of, and get by rote. I likewiie, by 
the way, take upon me, now I think of it, to 
advife a certain Deacon of my acquaintance, 
to read Doctor Cumberland '^ iX\ througbj and 
twicey before he prefumes to plead ** The Law 
^^ of Nature*' in the pulpit; to learn Ma* 
thematicks, before he pretends to dimonfiraie 
there; to perufe Anfiotle^ Tadtns^ and the 
State Tradis, before he meddles with politicks ; 
and be able to a^ Euochs^ before he attempts 

i Tlus learned Divine, born Jnfy 15, 1632, was 
educated ac St. Fau£s Scbool, and thence removed to 
Magdalen College^ Cambridge* He was prefented to 
the re£lory of Bramton in Nortbampton/bire in 1657, 
and had the living of Alhalloivs in Stamford given 
to him in 1667.

I lay, time gives a natural right of Precedence 
liy common confent ; ^nd hence age is ho« 
siOBred above youth, and by ^t. The vtty 
Heathens thought it indecency, and a trefpaft 
is point of manners, ^' fi juvenis feni non 
afibrrezerit,'* if a yoi^ng man did not, rife up 
aad give way to an older ; ai\d the Canonifts, 
1 hope,, will be ingenuous enough to own» 
though in this argument againft their brethrea 
tfee Civilians^ that it was a rule of the Primitive 
Cborch» that a Deacon fhould no^iitin'the pre-, 
fence of a Prefbyter* In a word, wifdom and 
experience, which are divine qualities, are the 
properties of age, and make it honourable; 
vtiA youth in the want of them contemptible.. 

But I do not fay this to mortify or dif- 
courage young men. I would not by aoy means 
&ave them defpife themielves, for that is the 
ready way to be defpifed by others ; and the 
confequences of contempt are fatal. For my 
part, I take felf-conceit and opinionativenefs to 
be of all others the mofl ufeful and profitable

quality of the mind. It has, to my knowledge^ 
made Bifhops, and Judges, and fmart Writers, 
and pt-etty Fello\Vs, and pl^afant Companidns, 
and good Preachers, it is a fure way of being 
agreeable to the Ladies, who ever judge of men 
as they obferve men do of themfelves. If all 
men were to have the fdme opinion of them/eNe» 
that others have of them» there would not be, 
dut of mere ihame, above two Sermons next. 
Sunday in this large CityS nor five Lawyerl 
to go through with the bu'finefs of next Term.* 
Self-conceit fapports the dignity of Church and 
State ; and I pronounce him an enemy to the' 
publick, who is fo to that. 

Much lefs do I intend any trouble to yoong 
Clergymen of the. court or city by the foregoing 
remark; as if, becaufe Deacons of old ufed'to ' 
ftand before Prefbyters, that now it were fit to' 
rife when they come in^ or give the civility of 
the hat or wall to any rufty ru/n in the ftreet :

It is refpe£l to an old 
Parfon, not to oblige him to uncover in the 
cold, and unfocket nis head with both hands, 
and fo daggle his gown out of ceremony ; it 
is the fame refpedl to a fpruce bob, to let it lie 
quiet and undillurbed in its hac-caie. I know

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.no reafon why powder and oil ihould fubmit to 
^reaie and greyoefs, that a white wig j(hoiil4 
lowe^ to iioary hair» or a brufhed beaver flrike 
to a Carolina hat with fiays. 

I cannot forbear here to applaud the prefea^ 
refinement of Ecclefiafticks ^u their habits, and 
fay they are more primitive and regular in 
their drefs than thofc of any age before them, 
A Clergyoian ought to be Koayuoit /'. #. not (as 
we read) of good leiaviour, but well*drefled» as 
indeed nothing contributes more to polite be» 
haviour than good cloaths. This is a various 
leading. And here I obferve, for the ufe of 
young Stagers in Divinity, that nothing will 
bring^ them into greater repute for deep learn- 
ing, than to enterprize in criticifm> and adr 
venture betimes to change the common reading 
of a;iy text in the Bible. This fmgle word is^ 
in my opinion, enough to vindicate their filks 
and velvets againll all the Fanaticks in Chrill^n- 
dom, and our own Canons to back them. 

It is an old obfervation, that piety is moftty 
fupported by the female fex ; fo that whatever 
is agreeable to them, is for th? advantage of 
lleligion; and confequently the Clergy fhould 
drefs in refpe£l to the Ladies, /'• r. for the good 
of the Church.

Though I think what has been urged is 

Jiifficient po weigh in favour of the Faculty 
[ have here efpoufedj; yet, upon oecafion, I 
eould allow all this to go for norhing, and 
jplace the controverfy upon another footing, 

Imd argue from the natural dignity of Medicine 
tAlfj and the ^nivpr&l ufe and benefit of it tqt 
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mankind : for it is well known , that Phyfick hat 
be^. alWli^ neceflary to the world, and what 
mankind cannot be without. It has been re« 
quifite in all ages and places, which is more 
than can tie aflSrted in behalf of Law, either 
Civil or Canon. I do not believe thejr know 
any thlifg of thefe in' Cbixa or the MoerMl*i 
ipountry.; but We know they do of Ph^ck, 
whldi prevails in the Eaft, which fupplies us 
with great part of onr Materia Medica ; and no 
Sn^U^mam ought in gratitude to forget^ that 
the great genius and honour of iw^wid was 
cured of a fit of the gout " by a falntary mofs 
from the Egft. 

But that is not all : The force of Phyfick 
goes farther than the body, and is of ufe in 
relieving the mind under moft of its diforders : 
and this I dare venture to affirm, having fre* 
quently made the experiment upon my own 
perfon with never-failing fucceu; and this I ' 
did by the diredlion of my worthy Parifh- 
minilter, who is indeed an excellent Divine, 
and withal an able Phyfician ; and a good Phy- 
£cian ^nly to be the better Divine. That goo4 
man has often quieted my cM/ciena with an 
emetick, has dilGpated troubujbme tbougbu with a

And I am fo fully perfaaded of this, that I 
never fee a wretch go to execution, but I lament 
fhat he. had not been in the hands of a good 
Phyfician, who would have corredled ^o{^ peccant 
fnmtours of his body which brought him co that 
untimely death. - 

Now can any thing like this be pleaded in 
behalf of one of the other of the two Laws we 
are dealing with, or of both together ? By the 
way, I mull obferye here, that thefe two Laws, 
Civil and Canon « are put in couples for their 
unluckinefs, and, I think, they ought to be 
IDuzzled too. And here lies the difadvantage 
of the prefent difpute: Phyfick, we know, is 
^ plain fimple thing; now that this fingle 
Faculty, without one friend on earth to take 
itt part and be a fecond, ihould difpute with 
a pair at once, is as if one poor blood-hound 
ihould engage with a couple of maflifis; or that 
si^ La a man 
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a man Aibuld fight a gentleman and bis lac^uef , 
ot with a fingle'ra|>i6r againft f^ord and piftol t 
}t Is very fodl play, and ftanders-by ihoald inter- 
pofe : fb hard are the terms of this debate ; but 
there is no help^for'it t thefe two t'aft' friends cabi 
ftftrce be parted, and &re feldom foarrd afunder ^ 
they moil rife and fall together. My lord Socom 
ufed ^o &y, vory familiarly, ** WhenJ rife, my 
*^ nkF^ rifes with ipe*'* I aik.pardon for the »tde- 
nefs of the allufion ; but it is certain that the 
Canon Law is but the. tail, the fag-end, or foot- 
man, of the Civil, and, like vermin in roft^ft 
w6od, rofe in the Church in (the age of its cor<fc 
ruption, and when it wanted Phyuck to purge 
it. 

But I am weary of proving (6 plain a pqint* 
To me it is .clear, beyond contradi6tlan, that 
the antiquity and dignity of Phyfick do give 
it the Precedence of Civil Law and its Friend* 
I could here very eafily flop the mouths of 
Ecclefiaftical Civilians, by an example or two 
of great authority; but! hope they will take 
the hint, and fave me the trouble: and for 
Lay-profeflbrs, I will only fay, he that is not 
convinced, has little fenfe, not only of Re* 
ligion (perhaps that is their leafl confideration), 
but of Good -manners and Loyalty, and good 
Fellowfhip. The blood of the De Medicis ^ flowi

afiurt. All that love th^ir comttry, and right good 
FkN^i9 will perceive by this on which fide 
of the argument they oa^ht to appear. 

And now, for the univerial peace pf man- 
kind, I make the following rule^ to be obferved 
by all Profeflbrs in each Faculty, and their 
i^aderftrappers : I decree, that aDoftor of Phy- 
fidc iball take place of a Dodor of Laws, a 
Surgeon of an Advocate, an Apothecary of a 
Pi'o^or of Office, and a Tooth-drawer of a 
Itegiller in the 'Court. I intended this for a 
parallel ; bat here it fails me, and the Lines 
meet^.

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favour of Civilians next feffion of parliament 
bat how generous that fort of proceeding i), 
I leave the world to judge. I am but one ^ and 
will certainly oppofe any fuch motion in my 
Place, though, from the number of Civilians in 
the Houfe, I have reafon to apprehend it will 
be . to little purpofe. The College, a true alma 
maHrf has dubbed moft o^ us I^>dors, and has 
been more nx»ifi than chrifiian in her favours of 
that Idnd; for fin has not gi<vtn hoping for nothing 
agatn^ 

But here I enter my proteft ag^nft all defignt 
that may any way prejudice fo great and il- 
'luftrious a body of men, as our College of Phy* 
iicians are ; and I ihall take care to draw-out 
the fubftance of this argument, and prefent it, 
in ihort heads, to each Member at a proper 
time ; and am not without fome hopes, diat 
reafon may weigh them. 

In the mean time, I hope, a worthy Gentle* 
man, a Member of our Houfe, will ftand>up on

For this he finds an expedient : an ordinance of 
the two houfes of parliament, a folemn league 
and covenant, or an alTociation, will do the bud* 
ncfs ; efpecially if their honours of the army 
come into* it, to whom he has not courage to 
fpeak, but gives a hint, 

I (hould be very glad that the gentlemen of Ire- 
land, out of a public fpirit, and a regard to the 
common intereft of the kingdom, would make it 
their choice to be content with their own manu- 
factures, though dearer and worfe than the Eng* 
UJJj: but what fentiments fuch a prohibition would 
beget in England^ and how far it is in their 
power to make reprifals, would be worth while 
to confiden An ordinance of this nature was 
formerly made by an Irijh Parliianjent in the 
reign of Edward the Third,- tVhen they had a 
much better authority to do it-; which was at- 
tended with -a refumption of their liberties -, and 

that

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that produced a xebdlion, which ended in a con- 
filcation. 

After he has. awakened the lion, and alarmed 
bim with the danger of his whelps fix>m Inland^ 
whidi at the fame time he (pirits*up to attack 
them, and puts arms and ammunition into their 
bands 1 he nnds one great obfiacle in his way» and 
that is, that the people of Inland are in their 
perfeftienfes; which he endeaToun to remove 
Toy prudently. For, as God Almighty in&tuates 
people fometimes, in order to make them deftroy 
themfelves ; fo the Devil mimicks him, and pur- 
fues the fame methods : J^oi *t>ult fndere^ de* 
mentai. And therefore he applies himfelf with 
great dexterity to drive them out of their wits. 

I. He ftimulates them with an aggravation of 
their wrongs ; and^ inflead of oil, pours viiiegar 
into their wounds. 

a* He recommends Madnefs as a virtue, and 
oneof the daughters of Wifdom^ and, to prove 
it, calls God Almighty for a witnefs, by vouch** 
sng his word, and perverting the fenfe of it, 
which, in my opinion, is the vileft of perjuries t 
fir I look upon an interpreter of the Oofpel to 
be! as much upon his oath, as a Latimer in the 
courts of juftice. 

Says he, *^ Oppreffion makes wife men mad ;** 
tod therefore, confequently fpeaking, if fume 
are not mad| it is becaufe tlw^ are not wife ^ 
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however, it were to be wiihed, th^t oppreflio^ 
would in time teach a little wiiiJom to fools. 

He makes Madnefs to be one of the daugh- 
ters of Wifdom, which is known by her chil- 
dren ; and upbraids the fobriety and good-tem- 
per of th? people of belaud^ as an evidence of 
their folly; and then compolcs a ihort form of 
prayer for them^ under the title of Fools, 

i'hc text only means, that oppreflion may 
make wife men othcriulfe ; not that it always 
does, for wife men more frequently make op- 
predion light by bearing it. ' 

True wifdom and virtue often grow by ad- 
vcriity : ** Ciefcit fub pondere virtus.'* And of 
this I he people of Ireland arc an inflanCe ; for, 
fince they have been wife, they have thriven, 
like the palm, even by the weights that have been 
laid upon them ; and I do not know that ever 
they got any thing by their madnefs, except it 
was to have their horns pared ; which I mention 
here, only for ihe beneht of a certain Alderman * 
of my acquaintance, Who begins to be diilatisfied 
with his prefept ilate, and to murmur at the 
higher powers that Providence has placed over 
hini. 

I have heard of a puppy, that hanged himfelf, 
becaufe he could not make his wife lay the word 
cravcni'y and of a certain king, that cue hisowa

ihroat* 
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throat, only bec^aufe he was not an emperor. But 
I hope the Alderman vvill prove a better Chrif- 
tian; and that he will conlider, that thfc liberty 
of making ufe of the heft in. Chriftendoniy at lead 
Once a week, is no hard portion for an Alder* 
inaii. 

After he has done with the Holv Scriptures, 
the Author ranfacks the Heathens for a cafe-in- 
jioint in behalf of Madnefs ; and he is fo un- 
fortunate, as to pitch upon the Fable of Pdlds 
and Aracbne, 

€)vid. rehiteB it thus : 

Arachne^ a young yirgin, had been brought^ 
tip by Pdldi to great peife6Kon in the art of 
Spinning and Weaving ; but (he was fo ungrate- 
ful as to difown her benefactor, and to give-out 
in fpeeches, that (he excelled hen Pallas^ hearing 
of ity and taking it ill, came to her in the (hape 
of an old woman, and advifed her to avoid fuch 
fpeeches, and to fubmit herfelf to the Goddefs ; 
but (he called her an old fool, upbraided the 
infirmities of her age, and bid her ";o and teach 
her grandchildren, for that (he was wife enough to 
tely upon herfelf, defiring her withal to carry a 
challenge to P alias \ whereupon the Goddefs 
xcvcaled herfelf. Arachne was a little abafhed, but 
flill perfiiled in her prefumption j for which 
Fidlasy after a long trial, gave her a ilroke upon 
the head, which deprived her of , her fenfes, and 
made her hang herfelf. As (he was hanging, the

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Goddefs relented, and cut the rope ; but, to pre- 
ferve the latter, and eafe the feverity, of the firil 
fentence, (he turned her into a Spider, with 
liberty to cxercife her art only upon the mate- 
rialsof her own bowels ; upon which (he and 
her poflerity were to hang, or depend, for ever.

The [iride, vanity, ingratitude, and prefump* 
tion of the creature, and the goodnefs, wifdom, 
and juftice of the Creator, are exhibited in this 
ftory. The moral of it is, to caution us againft 
this great virtue that this author would incul- 
cate, by (hewing the ill confequences of putting 
our truft in ourfelves, and contending with God, 
or our fuperiors. 

The judgement is founded upon the ftanding 
rules of Providence, which is to huml^le the 
proud ; and has fome refemblance to that which 
was given againft Adam^ from whence, fome 
hold, the Poet took the hint. 

But on which fide docs our wife Projedor de- 
clare himfelf ; for Failas or Aracbnef Would 

onft 
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one imagine, thatthe Devil Ihould be fo foolifh 
as to employ anybody that would own he was of 
his fide ? and yet that is, in effe^, the cafe. He 
owns, he has always pitied poor Airachne from a 
child ; and that he never could heartily love the 
Goddels, upon account. of the injulHce of this fen* 
tence. 

Could Belphegor himfelf have fpoken with a 
greater fellow - felling and tendernefs for his 
brethren ? Or could any body exprefs in plainer 
terms his elleem for pride; vanity, folly, and 
prefumption, and his hatred of truth, juftice, and 
wifdofn ? 

He very candidly now gives his reaibns, why 
he never could heartily love God ; and that it 
was upon account of his cruelty and injudice to 
the Devil. Poor Arachne is a great objedt of 
compaffion, that was guilty of no other crime but 
pride and prefumption ; and he is for reverfing 
the fentence of Heaven againll her, lefl it (hould 
be a precedent in his own cafe. 

Atter he has made Madnefs pafs for Wifdom, 
and Wifdom for Folly, and juiUfied the Devil, 
and made God the author of Sin \ he does the 
Archbifhop of Dublin the honour to place him on 
his right hand, and to introduce him into the 
coiqpany of his favourites, with a compliment 
upon his qualifications- to fiicceed St. Peter. 

I can deny nothing to the chara6ter of that 
great, good, and learned Prelate, but infallibility ;, 

M 4 and 
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and I am fure he has done nothing to dcfervc 
the favour of the Conclave delignedly ; nor am 
1 lefs fure that this -Author would not have mag« 
niiied bis defens, if he had thought that he had 
not. 

But England he falutes with a yade adfmiftram^ 
and places her oa the fi me bench with PaUas and' 
t^e refl of his enemies. 

But what bas England done ? Why, (he has ex- 
ecuted the fentcnce of Palloi upon Ireland^ and 
with additions of rigour and feverity : in what ? 
If he means by Ireland^ the native IriJJ?^ his 
country-men, as I believe he does, I mufl con- 
fefs that he has once fpoken truth. They have 
been chailifed by England with great feverity ; 
and I am in great hopes that they will take warn- 
ing for the future. But, if they have had the 
fate of Arachne^ it was for the fame crime, vix* 
their madnefs, pride, and prefumption : and yet, 
though their crime was as great, their punifh- 
ment does not feem quite fo bad : they have been 
Bftietamorphofed ; but into what? not fpiders, but 
men ; they have been* transformed from favages 
into reafonable creatures, and delivered from a 
ftate of nature and barbarifm, and endowed with 
civility and humanity. 

England has adorned them with her habits, 
language, and manners, and let them into all the 
benefits and privileges of her laws, policy, and 
government ; and • fome of them (hinc, at this 

day. 
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day, in tbe ' bighed places of honour and trufl 
iinider her authority ; 

Ut omnes fcirent patere mrtuti viam. 

And indeed, to do juiftce to the Jrifl^ nation, 
ihcy have afibrded this age fotne of the moil 
celebrated Wits, as well as tbe mod renowned 
Heroes ; in which number I cannot deny tbis 
Author (as wicked as he is) a principal place, 
without departing from thofe rules of candour 
and integrity by which I pixnxrfe to walk. 

But, if he means the EngUfi fetHed in Ireland^ 
who are bell known by the name of Protef- 
tants ; what reafon have they to complain ? If 
th^ have, they do not. 

Tkey retain one infeparable property of tlng^

being Englijh. 

This Author has put three perfons of the 
greatefl merit in a molt ridiculpus light, only to 
refledl upon the people of Ireland for their par- 
tiality in the regards which they have (hewn 
them ; which, it it had not been due to their 
perfons, makes the complrment the greater to 
their country. The Proteftants of Ireland are 
fenfible, that nature and circumftances, as well 
as conftitution and original right, have placed 
them under a dependance upon their mother^ 
country ; whoie prote6tion and juflice they have 
the utmoft confidence in, and think it their great- 
ell happinefs that they have her to depend upon ; 
becauie they cannot depend upon themfelves, 
much lefs upon them wnofe properties they en- 
joy, and whofe enmities • can never be extin- 
guilhfed, as long as the motives of intereft, re- 
ligion, and national averdon, endure. 

Though it is very natural for every man to 
covet to have a mill of his own, efpecially a 
miller; yet they do not think it unreafonable 
for the head-landlord, upon a divifion of the foil 
into tenancies, to referve fuit of mill and court 
to himfelf ; that is to fay, the manufadtory and 
judicature, which were ufual tenures amongil the 
Saxons ; and therefore they chearfully fubmit to 
fuch reitridtions, as the donory under whom they 

claim. 
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claim, and by whofc warranty they fubiiil* has 
thought, fit to Jmoofe upon them. 

They sire fatisned with their prdent ftate, and 
iiot defirous to meddle with the forbidden tree, 
whilft they have liberty to enjoy all the reft of 
tbe Jrutts of the garden ; and Whoever endeavours 
to perfh^de'them to the contrarjtt they look upon 
him as an emiiTary of the Devil. 

This is the fenfe of. the Proteftants of Ire* 
lani\ which has been already ex^reiled by the 
prefenttTients of the two Grand Junes of the City 
and County of 'Dithlin ; and whoever endeavours 
to repreient them otherwife is an incendiary. 
' The ferpent, that now deludes them in the 
form of a Proje£bor, they were prefently aware 
of; and knew him, notwithftanding the fhifting 
of his fkin, to be the fame evil genius that fet 
the people of England 'againft their beft aftd mofi 
faithful Allies < He has variety of fhapes ; ibme- 
times he is a Scatefman and a Politician, fometimes 
he is a Prieft, fometimes a Philofopher, and at 
other times a Tradefn^n ; but for the moft part 
a Ballad-maker, a Punfter, and a Merry Andrew ; 
unchangeable in this alone, that his condant end 
is to do mifchief, and to make people mad, in 
order to deftroy them. 

I (hall conclude with the fpeech that the old

•* puts-out their eyes with flattery, and engages 
** them In- entcrprizes to which they are un- 
•' equal. 

*• Confider who you arc, with whom you 
^^ contend, and what it is you contend about. 
** You arc but a mortal woman, though you 
** excel all your fex in beauty and (kill ; but 
•* Pallas is a Goddefs, renowned for wifdom 
*« and courage. Look into the councils of the 
** Gods, and you will find that* Jave himfelf 
*' relies u|K)n her. In the war whh the 
** Giants, (he hurled mountains at them. The 
** art of fpinning (he has been pofiefled of from 
*' all eternity ; it is her ancient property;

p. 221.) dated only three da3'S before this tio. tlie 
AthetnoH Society, we find he had been but [even 
njueeks with Sir William, The intermediate time, 
from the fubjc6k of tiie letter to Mr. Kindal^ appears 
to have been principally palfed witli his mother at 
Leicefiery from winch place he made Oxford in his 
way to Moor-Park, The name of the lady whom 
he was then fuppofed to court (as we learn frooi 
himfelf, vol. XX. p. 304.) was Betty Jones^ after- 
wards married to Mr. Per kins , an innkeeper zx.Lougb- 
boro^w.

30, 171 1), and fcnt 
to The Ttywer, He was appointed of the council to 
prince Ceorge^ lord high admiral, in June, 1705; 
lecretary at war, Feb. 12, 1707-8; treafurer of the 
navy, Jan* 13,1709-10. On Dr. Sacheverelts i.n- 
peachment, Mr. fFalpoU was one of the manager?.

EltTUibetht 
where youth are inibufted with a much Uriflcr 
diicipline than either in Oxford or Cambridge i

ccclefiailical, with perfons from England^ wh^ 
have neither intereii, property, acquaintance,

Fourthly, That Icveral of ihe bifhopi frnt 
over to IrilanJ, Iwving hcen cliT^ymeii of oh- 
fcure condition, and wichoiit otiicr dillinCtioh 
than ihac of chapUIas to the govcinors. do iss- 
quto'.ly iniice over their cM atc]iiai<itBiiCc Of 
Icindied, to wliom they bellow tbt; belt prcfet- 
ments in their gift. The lilte inay be i'uiii oCihc 
judges, who take with ihem one or two de- 
pendents, to whom ihey give their countenaricc, 
and mho confequently, witlioiit athcr luerir, 
giow immedlaiely into ihe chief biifiiiel's of tliejr 
courts. The fame piafti^e is fnllmvcd by all 
oiiiers in civil empioymejita, if ihey haw a 
coulin, a valet, or footman, in their fmoily, 
born in England.

Tht people o{ IreU/id, who are certainly the 
moft loyal fufajefts in the world, cannot but 
corceive that nioil of thefe hardlhip^ have been 
the confequence of fome unfortunate reprelcfl- 
tations (ac kaft) in former times ; and the wbolc 
body of the gentry fed the elTeds io s very 
fenfible part, being utterly deftituie of ali me^fit 
to make a provuion for itteir younger foy, 
either in the church, the law, the revenae, or 
(of luc) in th« ^ni)/: mi, in the defperate 
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> 

condition of tr^de, it it equally vain to think of 
making them merchants. All they have lefc \a^ 
at the expiration of leafes, to rack their tenants ; 
which they have done to fuch a degree, that 
there is not one farmer in an hundred through 
the kingdom who can afford (hoes or (lockings 
to his children, or to eat Hefb, or drink any 
thing better than four milk or water, twice in 
a year; fo that the whole country^ except the 
Sc§tch plantation in the North, is a fcene of mi* 
fery and defolation hardly to be matched on this 
fide of Laplund* 

The rents of Ireland are computed to be 
abouc a million and a.half; whereof one half 
million at lead is fpent by lofds and gentlemen 
refidtng in England^ and by fome other articles 
too long to mention. 

About three hundred thoufand pounds more 
are returned thither on other accounts : and, 
upon the whole, thofe who are the beft verfed 
ia that kind of knowledge agree, that England 
gaineth annually by Ireland a millipn at leai^, 
which even i could make appear beyond all 
doubt. 

But, as this mighty profit would probably in* 
creafe, with tolerable treatment^ to half a mil- 
. iion more ; fo it mull of necefiity (ink, under 
dc hdrdfiiips that kingdom lieth at preient. 

And whereas Sir R^ertWal^ was plealed to . 
JlfHtx notice, how little the kbggets by Ireland \ 



\ 
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it oughty perhaps, to be confidered, that the 
revenues and taxes, I think, amount to abon 
four hundred thoufand pounds a year ; and rec- 
koning the riches of Ireiand, compared widi 
England^ to be as one to twelve, the king'i 
revenues there would be equal to more thaa 
five millions here ; which; confidering the bad 
payment of rents, from fuch mi(erable creacuiti 
as moft of the tenants in InUnd are, will be al- 
lowed to be as much as fuch a kingdom can 
, bear. 

The 'current coin of Inland is reckoned, at 
molt, but five hundred thoufand poands ; fo 
that above four-fifths are paid every year into 
the exchequer. 

I think it manifeft, that whatever circum- 
ftances can poflibly contribute to make a coun* 
try poor and defpicable, are all united with 
refpedl to Irtlimd', the nation controled by laws 
to which they do not confent, difowned by their 
brethren and countr)men, refufed the 4abeny 
not only of trading wiih their own manufaCkures, 
but even their ^native commodities, forced Co 
feek for juftice many hundred miles by ie« and 
land, rendered in a manner incapable of ferv- 
ing their king and country in any employ meat 
of hotnour, truft, or profit ; and all this with- 
out the lead demerit : white the governors font 
over thither can pofBbly have no afl^^on to 
the people, further than what is inftiUed into 

them 
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them by their own jufticeand love of mankiod 
(which do not always operate) ; and whatever 
they pleafe to repreient nithcr is never called in 
qaeilion. ' 

. Whether the reprefentatrves of fuch a people, 
thas diltreiTed and laid in the dull, when they 
meet in a parliament, can do the public bufi- 
sefs with that chearfulnefs which might be eac* 
pedled from freeborn fuhjeds, would be a quef- 
tion in any other country, except that onfor* 
tunate ifland, the Englijh inhabitants whereof 
hare given more and greater examples of theii^ 
loyalty and dutiful nefs, than can be (hewn in 
any other part of the world. 

What part of thefe grievances may be 
thought proper to be redrei&d by To wife and 
ereat a miniiter as Sir Robgrt Walpolu he per* 
naps will pleafe to confider ; efpecially bccaufe 
tbey have been all brought upon that king* 
domy fince the Revolution which, however, is a 
bleffing annually celebrated there with the great' 
eft zeal and iincerity.

f T[ 7 H E N the Oath of Supremacy was re^ 
W pealed, which had been the Church's 
reat fecurity, fince the fecond of Queen £//- 
abethy againft both Papifts and Preibyterlans, 
fho equally retufed it, it let-in luch a current of 
)iiTeniers into fome of our corporations, as bore 
own all before them. 

Although the Sacramental Ted had been for ri 
onliderable time in force in England^ yet thatLa\y 
id not reach Ireland^ where the Church was more 
pprelied byDiflenters, and where her' moil faft- 
;uine friends were glad to compoun<l, to prefcrve 
/hat legal fecurity (he had leit, rather than at- 
fmpt any new, or even to recover what (he had 
oil ; and in truth they had no reafon to expedi 
t, at a time when the Diflenters had the intereft 

have a motioii made and debated in parlia*- 
nent, that there might be a temporary repeal of 
11 the penal laws againft them, and when they 
yere fo flufhed with the conqucit they had made 
a fome corporations, as to rcjedl all overtures of 

1 toleration ; and to that end, had employed Mr, 
Hoyfe to write againft it with the utmoil con,- 
empt, calling it "a Hone inftead ^l bread, a fer- 
> pent inlkad of a filh.'* 

Z When 
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When the Church was in this flniatioft,' 
claufe of the Sacramental Teil was happily 
over from England^ tacked to the Popcnr 
which alarmed the whole body of the DiS 
to that degree, that their managers begaa to 1 
with the greateft artifice and induftry, to prc« 
Its palling into a law. But (to the bonoff! 
that parliament be 'it fpoken) the whok body 
both Lords and Commons ^ibme few excq* 
pafled the claufe with gr€at readiQcfs, audi 
fended it afterwards with as great refolmiai. 

The immediate confeouence of this Law^ 
the recovery of feveral corporations from'- 
DliTenters, and the prefervation of otbeis, 
which the enterprizing people had made vay» 
and quick approaches. 

It was hoped that this fignal defeat wouMltf 
difcouraged the Diflenters from any Further 1 
tempts againft the Law, which had fo um 
, moufly palled both Houfes; but the contrary ft 
appeared : for, upon meeting of the Parliaufl 
held by the Earl of Pemhroke % they quiddy ' 
ailiimed their wonted courage and confidence,! 
ipade no doubt, but they (hould either procur.' 
abfolute repeal thereof, or get it fo far relaxed, 
that they might be .admitted to offices of * 
tary truft: to this they apprehended thedH" 
pncouraged by a paragraph in his Excdktfj

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leech to both Houfes (which they applied to 
exnfclvcs), which was, '* That the Qijcen 
would be gladof any expedient, for fjrengthen- 
ing the intereft of her Proteftant Subjeds of 

The advocates Tor the Diflenters imniediately 
ok hold of this handle; and, in order to pre- 
ire the way for this expedient, infilling boldly 
>on their merit and loyalty, charged the Church 
Eth perfecution, an4 extolled their iignal be- 
iviour in the late Revolution to that degree, as 

by their fingylar prowefs they had faved the 
ktion. 

But all this was only to prepare the way for 
m grand engine, which was forming to beat 
>wn this law ; and that was their expedient ad* 
refles. 

The firft of this kind was, from a provincial 
l^nod of the Northern Diflenters, beginning with 
igh encomiums upon themfelves, and as high 
:niands from the publick, '^ lor their untainted 

loyalty in all turns of Government, which,** 
key faid, ^* was the natural confequence of 

their known principles ;** expreflions, which, 
ad they been applied to them by their adver- 
ries, mud have been underflood as fpoken iro« 
ically; and, indeed, to have been the greatell 
ircafm imaginable upon them (elpecially when 
re conlider the iniblent treatment given to her 
ue Majeily ip the very fame addr^lj^) ; for, Jm-

The manager^ [ar the Kirk, folkwisg 
precedent, endeavoured tp obtain addceflbsto: 
Ikine purpofe fcom fihe xiorporations ; and Ac 
they p'ovied uofuccefsful in moil, they 
them frxuzi om tmil coniider^bde i9Qiti£>nDiii§< 
porations.; and that too 2X^ critical junBurff 
numbers oi Saarh Preiby^erians, who Ii3^ 
fbrvcd wejbl in the afair of the UnioGu aod 
Bot be revi^rded in EnglaMd (whei;e jJbie Teii^ 
was in force), flood ready to over-run our 
ferments as foon as the T^ ihoubd be 
in Ireland, 

But, after all, when it came to a decifiv^' 
in the Houfe of Comoions, the DiHentccs 
dented. 

When the managers found tte Houfc of 
mons could not be brought into that icfaeineoti 
expedient, to be offered by them^ their n 
tipon this wa€, Co move ibr .an addrefs, 
^< the Houfe would acc^t of an expedient 
her Maje%;** but this alfo was rcgcdcd; 
tvy this projet^, the managers would hate 
the Queen into this <lilemma, either to di

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the whole body of the Diflenrer?, by refufin^ 
to nairiC the expedienr, or elfe to give up tlie 
Conformlils to the infulrs and encro^chmen ts.pt" 
the DifTenters, by the repeal of that Law, which 
vvas declared by the Houfe of Lords to be the 
great fecurity of the Eftabli(hed Church, and of 
the EngliJIj intereft in Ireland. 

The next attempt they ma4e ^gainft the'Teft 
was durini; the governmeiit of Lord Wharton ". 
The Dlflenters fcemed more refolute now than 
ever to have the Tcft repealed, ' efpecIaUy when 
his Excellency had declared from the tJiVorie, 
** that they were neither to be pcrfecuted nor 
•* molefted.** For they, who had all alon" tilled 
the Tel^-A6l a jierlccution, might rcalpnably 
conclude that grievance would be rcmoye'cTj^ y\'Hcu 
they were told by the CJiief Governor, that 
*' ihey were not even to be molefteil." But, to 
their great confufioh, tliey were foon unde- 
ceived, when they found, upon trial, that the 
Houfe of Commons would not bear the Icall 
ni<^tion towards it. 

Their movements to repeal the Tefl being 
ftopped this way, the managers were oblio^d 
to take feveral other way^ to come at it : and at 
tlie time tliat fome'pietended to footh, others 
feemed to threaten even the Lcgillature. 

There happened, about the time when the 
projccl of the expedient was on foot, an excellent

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occafion to exprefs their refentments a^iniiJ 
Law : and that was, when great numbfS 
them r^fuied the oath of allegiance, and ©J 
pofe the Pretender; inlilHng upon a repeal 0:1 
Teft-A£i:, as the condition of their armia* 
defence of their Qut ein and countr)-. Thei 
vernment was not reduced to fuch flreighii 
|b fubmit to that condition; and theTdlM 
finn, in fpite of both the Dillenters and the! 
tender, until the latter was driven from 
coads; and then one would have tbougbt 
hopes of the former would have vaniihei^ 
him. 
' But It proved quite contrary : for thofc W^ 
the earth, rebounding with frefh vigour rt 
their falls, recovered new ftrength and fpirhJ| 
every defeat; and the next attempt was W 
(confideiing the circumftance they were in) ■ 
* any they had made before. 

The cafe was this : the Houfe of Lofi 
Ireland had ace u fed them to the Queen ot fc< 
illegal practices, which highly coiicemed i 
fafety of our conftitution both in Church ^ 
Slate; the particulars of which charge* 
fummed up in a reprefentation from the U 
to this effecl: 

*• That they (the Di (Tenters) had oppofedl 
perfecute^l the Conformifis in thofe parts «i^ 
ihtir power prcvalleJ, had invaded their corf 
gations, propagated their fchifm in places w:^ 
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: had not the lead footing formerly; that they 
'ere protetlcd from a legal profecutipn by a 
ftli profequi in the cafe 6f Brogheda ; that they 
jfuied to take conrbrming apprentices, and con- 
ned trade among themfelves, exclufive of the 
Tonformifts; that, in their illegal aflemblies, they 
ad profecuted and cenfured their people for being 
carried according to law; that they have thrown 
»ublic and fcandalous refle<Aions upon the Epifcd- 
►al Order, and upon our laws, particularly the 
lacramontal Tell ; and had miiapplied the royal 
jounty of 1200L per ann, in propagating their 
:hifm^ and undermining the Church; and had 
xercifed an illegal jurifdiftion in their Preiby- 
eries and Synods, feJ^c.'* 

To this reprefentation of the Lords, the Dif- 
enters remonltrate, in an addrefs to the Queen, 
)r rather an appeal to their own people ; in which» 
ilthough it is evident they were confcious of thofe 
:rimes whereof they ilood accufed, as appears by 
:he evafions they make to this hiuh charge ; yet, 
:ven under theie circumftances '(fuch was their 
nodefly), they prefled for a repeal of the Tefl- 
A<S, l>y the modeft appellation of a grievance, 
ixid odious mark of infamy, l^c. 

One particular in another addrefs I cannot 
>roit. The Houfe of Lords, in their repre- 
fentation, had accufed one Diflenting Teacher 
in particular (well known to be Mr. Boyfe)^ 
The charge was in thefe words: *VNor has

Upon the whole, is not this an inftanceofp 
digious boldnefs in ^o. Bayfi^ backed witbci 
ilve Diffenting Teachers, thus to recriniat 
upon the Irijh Houfe of Lords (as they «e 
pleafed to call them in the title of their piitf 
flddrefs)! and almofl to infill with herMijd 
upoi^ the repeial of tBe Law, which ibe i 
ilamped with her royal authority but a ieir jfi 
before;? ' 

The next attempt of the Diflenters ag» 
this law was made during the government foii 
Duke of Shrew/hury % by the whole compad 
body of their Teachers and Elders, with a m 
dable en^qe, called a reprefentation of p 
vances; m which, after they had reviled i 
Teil A6t with the fame odious appellatiai 
and iniiilcd upon the &me infolent arguna 
for the repeal thereof, which they had tonnci 
orged to the Queen, they expreifed tbemfdi 
to his Grace in thefe words : <^ We beg ki 

f from Seftimbir 1713; till the queen's deadv 
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*' to fay, that thofe perfons muft be inexcu fable, 
''and chargeable with all the bad confequences 
'' that may follow, who, in fuch a kingdom as 
<< this, and at fuch a time as this, difable, dif- 
** grace, and divide Proteftants, a thing that 
'* ought not to be done at any time, or in any 
•' place, much lefs then in this, ^c.** 

Is it pollible to conceive any thing more pro- 
voking than this humble fupplication of theie 
remondrators ? Does not this (bund like a de- 
mand of the repeal of the Tell, at the peril of 
thofe who dare retiife it ? Is it not an application 
with* a hat in one hand, and a fword in the 
other, and that too in the ilyle of a king of 
Uljier to a king of Conaught — " Repeal the Tell, 
•* or if you do not — 

Bur to proceed in this Narrative: Notvvith- 
Handing the defeat of tbe Diflenters in England 
in their late attempt againl): the Teft, their bre-^ 
thren in Ireland are fo far from being difcou- 
pged, that they feem now to conceive greater 
hopes of having it repealed here than ever. In 
order to prepare neceilaries, and furnifh topicks 
for this attempt, there was a paper printed upon 
the opening of lail: feffion, and now republifhed; 
intituled, ** The Nature and Confequences of 
'* the Sacramental TeA conlidered, with Reafonf 
^* humbly offered for the Repeal thereof." 

It is not my intention to follow this Author
